GENERAL WU TE-CHEN 
Merch 20. 


On January 7, 1932—just_ over| 
five years ago—Dr. H. H. Kung, 
on behalf of the National Govern- 
‘ment, installed General Wu Te-| 
chen’as Mayor of Shanghai at the 
then headquarters of the City 
Government, General Chang Chun, 
who had resigned in the preced- 
ing month, being present to hand, 
over charge to his successor. 
‘Times were difficult. ‘Toward the; 
end of 1981 local feeling, running] 
high in consequence of the out- 
break in Manchuria and the rapid- 
ly developing absorption of that 
territory by the Japanese Kwa 

tung Army, gave riso to various 
incidents, one of which had led 
directly to General Chang Chun's 
resignation, Although no-one, even 
in that first week of January, 
could foresee what the month| 
would eventually bring forth, the 
‘atmosphere was heavily charged.| 
General Wu Te-chen was prob- 
ably under no illusion regarding | 
the difficulties of the post to] 
Which he had been appointed. His 
previous experience in Kwang 
tung where he had distinguished 
himself as Commissioner of Public; 
Safety (and head of the police) 
in Canton and later as Commis 
sioner of Reconstruction for the 
Province itself, justified his selec~ 
tion as Mayor of Shanghal. He 
had been one of the stalwarts of 
the Revolution, He received part 
of his carly education in Japan, 
whither he betook himself in 1913, 
to continue his studies, when the 
followers of Dr. Sun Yat-sen found 
themselves at variance with the 
infant republican régime at Peking. 
After a brief incursion —into| 
Journalism, General Wu Te-chen 
was made adjutant to Dr, Sun 
Yat-sen in 1920 and promoted to 
the Commissionership of Public 
Safely, as already mentioned, in 
1023, under the Military Govern- 
ment of Canton, His eminence in 
the Kuomintang Party was marked| 
in 1928 by his selection as one of 
the three special commissioners} 
‘appointed to accompany the re- 
mains of Dr. Sun Yat-sen from 
Peking to the mausoleum at Nan-| 
king. "As the representative of the 
National Government at Mukden| 
in 1930, General Wu Te-chen| 
played an important part in the

landmark 
‘administration, 
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cipline came as a surprise even to 
some of the most sympathetic 
observers of the progress which 
General Wu ‘Te-chen and his 
officers had been instrumental in 
stimulating. Later came other 
signs of municipal advance in the 
preparations for the Jukong 
wharves, the opening of the Fish 
Market ‘and, more recently, the 
establishment of a fine hospital 
‘and medical contre under the 
auspices of the City Government, 
to be formally opened next Sunday 
but already functioning. In the 
rehabilitation of Chapei the Mayor 
has also taken a vigorous lead, 
He has not been content with 
bricks and mortar for, as the 
inauguration of the Civie Centr 
showed, he has addressed himsel 
to the improvement of the ser- 
vice of the City Government. 
He has received good support 
from the executive heads of 
departments. His co-operation with 
the other two municipal _govern- 
‘ments of Shanghai has been cordial 
‘and practical. "Until his successor 
is appointed the Mayoralty will 
bbe in the charge of Mr. 0. K. Yui, 
the Sectetary-General whose abil- 
ity has long been recognized, 
Mr. Yui, an able servant of the 
Government, is a man whose 
character and personality have 
commanded inereasiny confidence 
so that General Wu Te-chen can 
serenely contemplate the pro~ 
spects of the interregnum, when 
he hands over charge. In wishing 
General and Madame Wu Te-chen 
every success and happiness in 
Canton it is fitting to add to this 
appreciation of the Mayor's tenuro 
‘of office an expression of Shang- 
hhai’s admiration for their bound- 
less hospitality and the remati- 
‘able contribution which it has 
made {o the international amity of 
this international city. General 
‘Wu Te-chen's social “gifts have 
been the subject of frequent com~ 
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mendation. He has the happy 
knack of belng able to. entertain 
in turn all nationals in Shanghai 
and to make his frlendliness to 
fone quite compatible with iis 
friendliness to another. Reinforced 
by a retentive memory for faces 
and personal characteristics, this 
quality has been of the utmost 
value in the important. diplomatic 
contacts which his office has made 
for him. “In Madame Wu Te-chen 
he has had a charming leutenant 
of whom Shanghai will retain 
many gracious memories. - Ho] 
leaves here to take up his new 
post In the happy knowledge that| 
the. prestige of the City Govern- 
ment” and. the relations which it 
hhas formed with its two. partners 
in Shanghal’s ‘Trinity have been 
consolidated, (0 the advancement 
and eventual prosperity of Shang- 
hai as a whole, whether it be an 
even Greater Shanghai than seems 
conceivable on the basis of present 
Policles and statistis. . 





HOUSING IN SHANGHAI 
March 30, 


‘The housing conditions of the 
preponderatingly Chinese popula~ 
tion of the International Settlement 
fare coneisely described in the ree 
port which the Shanghai Municipal 
Council has obtained from the 
Housing Committee appointed to. 
consider that problem in com~ 
pliance with the resolution passed 
at the last annual meeting of xate~ 
payers. In essence the haphazard 
development ‘of Shanghai, affected 
by conditions over which’ the Set- 
tloment itself has never had com- 
plete control, is largely responsible 
for the overetowding and congestion 
which the report reveals. So, 
comparatively restricted a¥ea ori 
winally intended for the residense 
‘and business occupation of a small 
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strange. contention, -and one that 
does not bear muuch examination, 
for the argument amounts to. 
statement that If Bolshevism. had 
succeeded in establishing ifself in 
Germany the position of the Church 
‘would have been very much worse 
than itis to-day. That, very 
clearly, Is no answer whatever. 
‘That persecution of the Church in 
Germany has been a feature of the 
past few years is amply proved, and 
to say that in other circumstances 
if ‘might have been. very much 
worse, contributes nothing towards 
the ultimate settlement af what 
must be a very vexing problem. It 
is one of the ‘unfortunate character- 
{stles of the totalitarian state that 
it demands the fullest possible 
authority, not only over the acts of 
its citizens, but also over thelr most 
private thoughts and sentiments. 
The Church on the other hand, 
being fully prepared to render unto 
Caesar that ‘whieh Js his, demande 
on the other hand that Ceesar shall 
hot interfere with the rendition of 
that which is God's to the Divinity. 
That argument National Socialis 
refuses to accept contending. that 
State dominance in all. phases of 
national life is imperative to the 
existence of the state. Powerful ar 
that argument must be in govern 
‘mental éyes, its importarice derives 
from the belief that It is possible to 
mould human thought’ into. shape 
acceptable to the rulers, and that 
for the purpose of ensuring © per= 
manence of existence for the new 
political order which has been

A PARADOX 
March 24, 

The dispute between the German| 
state and the Vatican, to which ref- 
exence was made in ‘these columns 
yesterday, Is of sufficient importance 
to warrant further reference to it,| 
particularly in view of the report 
published clsewhere indicating the| 
attitude of the German government. 
‘The situation is delightfully’ 
paradoxical. Germany, which re-| 
‘gards Bolshevism with ‘the deepest| 
‘hatred, looks on the Roman Cathe 
[Church as another enemy, while both 
in Russia and in Spain the| 
Bolsheviks in their turn look upon| 
the Church with the hatred usually 
bestowed upon a powerful op-| 
ponent, ‘Thus last August  the| 
‘Roman Catholic bishops in Germany| 
in the course or a pastoral letter| 
saids— 

‘The Bishops sccept the thesis of 
the Bolshevist menace to Germany, 
which, they say, is so much mor¢| 
the reason for not disturbing the! 
tunity of the German people in the 
field of religion, On the contrary 
they declare that the national power| 
of resistance to Bol should) 
be strengthened and steeled by the| 
early restoration of religious peace. 
Events in Spain show that Spanish | 
and Russian Bolshevism regards the. 
Roman Catholic Church and clergy’ 
as its most, dangerous enemy, yet lu 
Germany during recent months the, 
Roman Catholic Church, the Pope| 
‘and the priests have been slander-| 
ously connected with Bolshevism 
and books, periodicals, and news: 
papers have spoken of a brother 
hood of Rome and Moscow, 

‘The treatment of the Church by the 
Communists -in both Russia and 
Spain is a matter of history and it 
is clear that the claim of the 
bishops to be enemies of Com- 
munism is fully substantiated. 1t| 
is, thien, somewhat difficult for the| 
outside observer to comprehend 
why the Nazi authorities not only 
refuse to accept the assistance of 
the Church in its struggle against} 
Communism, but actually 
secutes an organisation which might | 
by different methods be turned int” 
its most powerful ally. 

‘The attitude of the Natlonal- 
Socialists is that Roman Catholic: 
in Germany would be subjected to. 
the same persecution as is the lot 
of Christians in the Soviet Union 
and Spain, if Germany liad not. 
been purged of Bolshevism through 
National Socialism, and consequent- 
ly itis held that there is no justifica- 




















Socialist movement.” It is only 
necessary to recall the bravery of 
such Roman Catholic priests in 
Belgium, during the Great War, as 
Cardinal Mercier whose intrepiaity 
‘and moral courage we 
‘embarrassment to the 
ernment, to appreciate that fact, 
Rome stands pledged to assist in 
the war against Communism, which 
it has continued to wage ever since 
it was seen that Communism and 
religion could not be anything but 
inimical to each other. ‘The Church 
is strong, because its authority is 
not denied by the faithful, and it 
exercises a spiritual discipline just 
45 powerful as anything the German 
government may wield in the 
temporal sphere What an ally, 
therefore, the Roman Catholie 
Chureh could be to Germany in its 
‘war against the heresies of Moscow! 
But that can never be until better 
relations are established between 
the Vatican and Berlin, ‘That 
should not prove difcult’ it only 
National Socialists could be brought 
to realise that in the fight with 
Communism they have a com- 
mon end in view, and that the in- 
terests of Chureh'and State are not 
in opposition, but are really com- 
plementary.

JAPANESE TROUBLES 
IN MANCHOUKUO 


“Bandits” Engage Troops in 
Four Encounters 
‘Front Oun Own Comssronesr_ 
Harbin, Mar, 20. 
‘The report which was published 
eerly this month by the 


suthorities, | regarding the activities 
of so-called “bandits,” 








had been a decrease in the numbers 
during the past twelve months, but 
that “thelr activities would become 
vigorous towards the warm season 
In an attempt to secure safe grounds.” 

Tt Is, however, almost quite cer- 
fain that the governing authorities 
never anticipated such an attack as 
was made recently on the flourishing 
Jcommercial town of Sangsing, situat- 
jeg just below the rapids of that 
hhame on the Sungari river, and where 
there is a Japanese garrison, which 
consists of never less than $00 men. 
The anti-Japanese elements, — 400 
strong, laid their plans carefully and 
descended so suddenly on the town, 
that they caught the troops and the 
police quite unawares. Ja 
sidents, of whiom ‘there are 
ber, rushed in panic to the 
‘but! not before some were captured, 
to be carried off for ransom money. 

Street fighting with the police 
started right away, one Japanese 
police suporintendent being killed, 
while tho total number of pollee 
killed and wounded is not known. 
‘The attackers having secured a strong 
footing, barricaded the streets and 
commenced Tooting the 
stores, as well as setting fi 
houses. 

‘By the time the troops reached the 
scene, machine guns had been placed 
‘in good positions, making it very 
dimeult for the soldiers to get within 
striking distance of the enemy. ‘The 
attackers were exceedingly. well- 
‘armed and fought flercely, and It is 
therefore not surprising "that the 
‘engagement continued for nearly ten 
hours, before the regular troops 
were successful in forcing the power- 
ful gang to evacuate, 

Tt ts extremely dieult to get ony 
reliable information as to. the num- 
‘ber of killed and wounded, as strict 
orders have been Issued not to tet 
news on this subject leak out, ut 
tnking Into consideration that the 
‘were 1,000 men engaged, and thal 
oth sides were using machine guns, 
the losses must have been heavy. 

‘While fighting was going on in 
‘Sangsing, news has come to hand 
from Mukden of a clash between a 
small unit of troops and our antl 
Japanese foree of about 70. men, 
about 80 miles northeast of that elty, 
jn g forest. ‘The “outlaws” were ex- 
jceedingly well armed and held out 
stubbornly, the fighting lasting for 
‘several hours during which -two 
Japenese soldiers were killed and 

ix were wounded, but no statement 
‘was issued as to whether the enemy 
had any casualties.

SOVIET RELATIONS 


DISCUSSED 
“Should Be Prepared for 
Serious Difficulties”

tion, it was emphasized that a rate increase was essential and a 
return to a normally balanced budget was necessary. 

While the economies effected in operating the municipal 
services were stressed and questions regarding the Council's 
reserves were also asked, the Treasurer and Controller pointed 


out that when in addition to an 


increase of two per cent., in the 


rates it was still necessary to allocate $1,800,000 from the reserves 
it was obvious that the rate increases was more than justified and 
could not be avoided. ‘The Chairman added, in regard to economy, 
that a point had been reached when a large section of the com- 
munity felt that the Council had economised too far and con- 


sequently the municipal services

“The too commonly heard 
cliches—the “complexity of present 
day Issues” ond “inability to predict 
the outcome of present tendencies" — 
were points of view with whlch he 
had no sympathy whatever, Under 
the influence of them men sometimes 
resigned themselves to drift—an ab- 
solute mistake. What was needed was 

1 sense of proportion. 

How a sense of proportion might 
be acquired, Sir Louls illustrated by 
the tale of an experience in Canada, 
where, on his way to Calgary where 
hhe established the first office of is 
department west of the great lakes. 
he met an agreeable Canadian. He 
continue 

“This nevly made friend assured 
‘me that the national game was dice- 
Tolling—shooting eraps, 1 believe is 
the technical “deseription—and thet, 
without a certain proficiency, I couli 
‘not expect to be persona grata or 
indeed make very much progress in 
my career. He very kindly offered 
to teach me the intricacies of this 
fascinating pastime, at which, he sate, 
he was by way of being an expert, 
He assured me that he did this out of 
frlendship for me, so that I should 
not be taken in’ by players more 
clever, or possibly unscrupulous, He 
Was certainly an expert, After iny 
first Tesson he was in possession of 
‘all my. loose cash as" well a a 
watch I rather prized, 1 learnt my 
lesson and T have often made money 
singe by refusing to play the game. 
Sir Louls then touched upon the 
ossibilities of development in 
Canada, an undreamt of promised 
Tand where men and women escaped 
‘ftom "the humdrum lives of thelr 
forefathers, He told the story how 
hhe once picked up a young man whose 
anieles had been broken in g fall in 
‘a lumber camp, and drove him some- 
thing like forty miles to hospital. 
All the while the young man di 
fecursed on his work, with pride and 
Joy, and finally fainted on the thres- 

jold of the hospital. 

‘From his rich experiences in New 
Zealand and British Malaya the 
[speaker WMustrated his main’ theme. 
In the latter country he had been 
Impressed with the harmony in which 
‘many races worked together, due to 
the great ond wise humanity of the 
British governing authority, and by 
the peace in which two of the world's 
greatest nocessities—rubber and tin— 
{were being produged in quantities. 


A Great Workshop 

In tonclusion Sir Louls turned to 
[china. He saw China to-day as 2 
great workshop wherein the compon- 
fents of modern scientific end mechan- 
feal life are being welded to make up 
the vast economy of the nation, 

“phe result of this fusion in my 
‘own mind is not in any doubt what- 
ever. The pace may require to be 
modified and the design adapted, but 
the outcome will be a great nation, 
leading in art and Industry, 

“What conclusions can we come to? 
None, for life is never concluded—it 
ig ever on the march. Through the 
jyears man may perform his. daily 
ask with different tools and his life 
may run at an ever higher and higher

ospitat Inspected 

‘A group of newspaper, representa 
tives were invited to inspect the 
hospital on Mar. 20. A walk through 
the building readily ‘convinces one 
of the elasticity of interior organiza- 
tion ‘planned for easy adaptation of 
the institution to future alteration 
and to medical progress. Most 
‘equipment was pre-fabricated, readily 
Installed without disturbing strue- 
tural parts, 

Itis'a reinforced concrete bullding 
of four storeys, except the central 
portion which is composed of six, 
fncluding the basement floor, pro- 
viding accommodation for 200 beds.

Latest Equipment 

‘The equipment is all of the tatest 
type, including a “Sanitas” X-ray, 
which is believed to be the first of 
fits kind to arrive in Shanghai, 
High pressure steam is used for 
sterilizing and cooking purposes, 

‘Plans for the construction of a 
medical centre were conceived 
several years ago, and in July, 1034, 
committee consisting of seventeen 
Prominent residents, including Dr. 
F.C. Yen, Dr. Li Ting-an, Dr. J. 
Meng Liu, Mr. J. X. Choy and Dr, 
Shen Yi, was formed. 

Construction of the first unit of 
the centre, which 1s serving as a 
general hospital at present, began in 
December, and on January 1, 1085, 
the foundation stono was laid by 
Gen, Wu Te-chen, the Mayor. ‘The 
structure was completed in summer, 
1936. Following the assumption of 
‘Mice as superintendent and vice-

the hospital moved into the building. 

‘The hospital is being operated 
under the Bureau of Public Health, 
of which Dr. Li Ting-an is the Com- 
missioner.

‘Medical College, through which the 
graduates are sdmitted to serve in 
the institution, 

Soclal Service 

‘The creation of the departments 
for medical advice and social ter- 
vice has aroused interest in medical 
circles. The former department 
ives advice and replies, “free of 
charge, to questions relating to 
health’ and hygiene, the prevention 
‘and cure of diseases, while the other 
department conducts investigations 
{into the conditions of patients for 
the purpose of rendering help. 

‘The institution has a staff of 110 
persons, including fifteen doctors, 
twelve nurses and others, 

‘A fee of six cents, including ex- 
penses for ordinary "medicine, are 
charged an out-patient for the first 
consultation, and three cents for 
successive calls, For those who call 
at the hospital on mornings, a fee of 
$0.0 is charged for first consultation, 
also including expenses for ordinary 
‘medicine, and $030 for next calls,

‘The first trade of Shanghai was 
the ‘bean curd trade, he. said, ‘the 





‘bean curd coming, to Shanghai by 
junks from Shantung. And the first 
silver currency In those old days 
was the bean curd tae). Shanghai 
being built up on the bean curd tael. 

‘The outstanding change that Dr. 
Ferguson noticed between the Shang- 
hhal of the carJiest days and» the 
Shanghal of to-day was the trans- 
formation of the city from one of 
Vonice-liko waterways and “water 
transportation to one of London-like 
ronds and land transportation, He 
rointed out many changes, saying 
that what is now Nanking Road. was 
then known as the Lee Family: Water 
way. What is now Avenue Edward 
VIE was formerly a canal as were 
many other roads. “Where the Gar- 
den” Bridge now stands was then a 
small wooden affair, privately. bull 
‘with toll takers at ach end, 

‘The Shanghal Mind 

Dr. Ferguson, who Is the founder 
‘ot Nanyang College and Nanking 
University, then spent some time in 
recalling the names of the men who 
‘sare chiefly responsible for the 
growth of tho elly to its present 
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dimensions. Among the pionecrs who 
made generous contributions to civic 
Welfare were both Chinese and for- 
eliers. 

In regard to the “Shanghai Mind,” 
Dr. Ferguson ‘said that he had per~ 
ceived no. difference between the 
‘mind of Shanghal and that of other 
Communities in the world. He added 
that there were only two kinds of 
minds. in all communities~those. in- 
terested solely in their own welfare 
‘and those willing to contribute time 
and services to civie welfare. 

Shanghai is bound to have ° the! 
great future which it deserves, he 
sald, and people both Chinese’ and 
foreign are now content to be known 
‘ag Shanghai people whereas in the 
old days they described themselves 
fas from some other province or from 
some European or Ameriean country. 


Because of the liberal-minded way 
in which the British have controlled 
the settlement during the years, all 
vationalities here have been "the 
recipients of benefts gained by the 
ploneering work of the British, Dr.

New Contrabandist Trade in 
Existence 


‘Smuggling of Chinese coppers to 
Japan where the difference in value 
‘means a handsome profit is the latest 
form of contrabandist activity and 
has resulted. in Mr,, Shuhel Tajima, 
Chief of the Japanese’ Consular Police, 
Isouing a strong warning threatening 
to punish the smugglers who are 
elated to be overrunning every chip 
joound tor Japan. 

‘The Police Chiet has threatened to 
punish “those who cause trouble in 
smutsling out copper coins.” "The 
report adds that severe punishment 
Wil Be meted out to emugilers re- 
sorting to violence against Customs 
efteials. 

“At the present moment, when both 
Japanese offieiaidom and’ people are 
‘striving to readjust relations with this, 
country, the current eopper-smuggling, 
wave is bound to impede normal 
trade relations between the two 
nations", the warning concluded, but 
Gid not mention punishment for the 
Set of smuggling.

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DEATH OF CAPTAIN: RICHARD WOOD 


Former “N.-C.D.N.” Assistant Editor Dies in Scotland: 
Distinguished War Record 


Hils many friends will learn with 
very real regret of the death of 
Captain Richard Wood, aie» De, 
31M, which occurred in Scolland on 
March 22. He will be mourned by 
those onthe staff of this Journal 
with whom he worked for many 
years, and who came to know him 
‘as a ‘most capable journalist, @ very 
gallant man, and a true friend. 

“Dick” Wood came to Shanghal in. 
1007 to join the "Shanghal Mercury,” 
having prior to that served as junior 
reporter on the staff of the “Dundee 
“Advertiser” a newspaper well-known 
for the quality of the men they train 
fon their staff. Having served with 
the “Shanghai Mercury” for three 
years, he joined the “North-China 
Dally’ News” completing a trio of 
lever young reporters of which the 
other two, Smart and Pearee, have 
ong since passed awa; 

‘War In China 

Wood was destined to win distine- 
tion in the Great War, but that was 
not his first experience of fighting. 
‘AS a correspondent for this Journal

he covered the Chinese revolution 
‘and wrote lively despatches of th» 
‘engagements round Nanking. His 
adventures on tzoop trains, armoured 
‘trains and other precarious means 
of conveyance were the natural pro- 
He 
never 
dothered by the rigours of short 
commons. Afterwards, os a wer- 
veteran, ‘he again was recording 
Chinese military operations in the 
fighting round” Shanhaikwan when 
Chang Tso-lin was challenging 
Marshal Wu Pelefu, His experi- 
ence in France enabled him to sum 
up the relative strengths of the dit- 
forent forces engaged with remarx- 
able ‘accuracy and so. gave his 
despatches exceptional authority. 








War In France 

It was while home on leave in 1914, 
the Great War having started, that 
he decided to volunteor for active 
service, joining the sceond battalion 
‘of the ‘Black Wateh, with which he 
served for the full duration of hostili- 
tes. Tt is believed that he at first 
refused a commission, preferring to 
serve Jn the ranks, but after having 
won the D.GM. he was prevailed 
‘upon to aecept one, being finally 
promoted to a captainey and adding 
the Military Cross and the Military 
Medal to his decorations. He was 
twice wounded and in after years 
suffered badly from the after effects 
‘of gassing. 

He retumed to Shanghai in 1919, 
and immediately on his return was 
‘appointed assistant editor of this. 
Journal, which position he filled 
until “his ‘retirement, through ill- 
‘health in 1982. 


Commanded Shanghal Scottish 

Like all courageous men, “Dick” 
Wood was modest. It was not 
possible to obtain from him an ae- 
count of the deeds for which he 
recelved his decorations, or why on 
two occasions he was recommended 
for the Victoria Cross. Tt is told 
‘of him, however, that during one of 
the various wars around Shanghai, 
which he was sent to cover, he was 
tired of watching the fighting from 
‘bebind one Jine, and nonchalantly, to 
the dismay of observers, waliced 
across no-man's-land to observe it 
from the other side. ‘There are 
‘occasions. in the lives of most 
Journalists when in the course of 
their work it becomes necessary to 
take risks, and Wood was one of 
them who was always ready to 
accept all the risks which his work 
Involved. He was also, always ready 
to serve the community. In his 








younger days he was a member of 
the Vietoria Company, of the Shang- 
hai Fire Department, and after his 
return from the war, served in the 
Volunteers, in which he ultimately 
rose to ‘command the Shanghai 
Scottish. In addition he was an 
enthusiastic ‘member of the Row. 
ing Club, while in later years he 
took to golf. He was a member of 
many other clubs in Shanghai. 

It is always difficult to write the 
yatealtory fo an "old “feendh he 
writer seems always so close to the 
picture as to fll to pereive i tn 

proper perspective, 
when once @ certain reticence had 
been overcome, proved a very true 
and loyal friend, He took no 
vantage of the facts of his gallant 
war record. 

As a journalist, Wood, was remark- 
able for his very efficient shorthand 
writing, and the unflagging zeal with 
which he went in pursult of news, 
tnd his passion for’ accuracy, when 
he became assistant editor, kept many 
‘of his contemporaries well on their 
oes. On his retirement he settled 
in Scotland, becoming editor of the 
“Montrose Standard,” In the town 
of hig birth, It was reported from 
time to time that his ‘health had 
considerably improved, so that the 
news of his death comes as somewha. 








of a shock. He leaves. behind him 
8 widow with whom the deepest 
sympathy will be felt in her 
bereuvement.—RrP-¢. 





Mr, Webley C. Taylor 


‘Many frlends will mourn the pass- 
Ing of Mr. Webley C. Taylor, of the 
Shanghai Power Company, who died 
fon Mar. 2 at the Shanghal General 
Hospital. For five years, after under- 
going a severe major operation, he 
continued to attend to his duties 
‘though handicapped by a semi 
invalidism that would have daunted 
the less courageous and purposeful. 
His grit and good cheer were a 
stimulus whose influence will not 
soon fade, nor his remembrance fail 
to challenge the lives of those who 
were witnesses of his fortitude. 

‘The ton of missionaries of the 
China Inland Mission, “Mr. ‘Taylor 
was edueated at the Chefoo Schools. 
On leaving he was frst with Messrs. 
Forbes & Co, both in Tientsin and 
Peking: he then joined Messrs. Reiss 
& Coin Shanghal just before the 

ar. 

‘Mr, Taylor went home with a 
Shanghai contingent in 1915, and 
ved in France both with the 
"Koylies” and the West Yorks Regi- 
ment, gaining the sit. After being 
both wounded and gassed, he trans~ 
ferred to the RAP, ond was still 
in training at Hythe, ‘Kent, when the 
war ended, 

Having been repatriated to Shang- 
hai at the end of 1919, Mr, Taylor 
remained with Relss & Co, until he 
Joined the Shanghal Power Company 
in 1922. He was for years a member 
of “A” Co, S.V.C., and was on duty 
uring the’ local “war” of 1932, just 
before his tong illness beeame known 
to be serious, 

Mr, Taylor married, in 1918, 
‘Marcelle Antoinette Corbaz, daughter 
‘of M. and Mme. A; Corbaz of Jussy, 
‘Switzerland, whom’he met in London 
while she was serving-in the V.AD. 
‘There are three sons, one of whom 
recently joined the "General Post 
Office in Engiand, One remains at 
Pera School, Cambridge, and the 
third is in Shanghai,

SUDDENLY 


Former Chairman of Council: 
‘Thirty Years in China 

Mr. A. D, Bell, veteran Shanghai 
resident, political leader and busl- 
nness-rhan, died suddenly on March 24 
in the Country Hospital, to which he| 
hhad been admitted at the end of last 
week. ‘He had been in failing health 
}for many months and had withdrawn 
from some of bis activities of late 
[He had been selected recently, how: 
ever, fo preside at the annual Rate- 
payers’ Afceting to be held next| 
month. He was Chairman at last 
year's meeting. 

He had been a. member of the 
‘Municipal Council. for a number of 
years, serving as Chairman and 
Vice-Chairman, and had. also. been 








attended Edinburgh Academy before| 
‘going to Oxford University, Alexand-

connected for many years. Later he 
went Into Dusiness for himself. Up 
fo the time of his death he was on 
the directorate of various local com- 
panies, particularly in the field of 
‘ulities, 


Bleetea to Councit 

It was in the public life of the 
Settlement, however, that Mr. Bell 
sehieved ‘his greatest prominence 
He was a Gerulineer at the  Mfuni- 
‘lpal Election In March, 1924, and 
following year was himself nominated 
‘and elected to the Council by a sub- 
stantial vote. From 1025 he 
mained on the Council until the 
spring of 1994, when he went on 
‘Home leave. ‘Although he did not 
seek re-election upon his return to. 
‘Shanghai, his interest in civic affairs 
‘gontinued and he became active in 
Committee work. 

Mr, Bell also served as Chairman 
of the Counell's Publicity Committee, 
‘the work of which resulted in the 
ereation of the Press Information 
‘Office, now abolished for reasons of 
economy. 

‘One of Mfr. Boll's particular inter 
ests in the Settlement’s public life 
‘was education and here he achieved 
‘great progress, especially as regards 
the Chinese schools, 

Some years ago Mr. Bell was a 
leader in the affairs of the Shanghai 
Race Club and was a Steward of 
the Club. He was the owner of a| 
stable of ponies und raced some with 
‘great success. He was also active 

‘a member of the Country Club, 
which he represented in lawn bowls 
tournaments. He was an outstanding 
bowler in former years. 

‘Mr. Bell leaves a wife and five 
sons ‘and daughters, all grown, Of 
‘his children, only one is now in 
‘Shanghai, Afiss Heather Bell. One 
cof the sons is at school ia England. 

‘The Funeral 

‘The funeral of the late Mr. Bell 
‘which took place at the Bubbling Well 
Cemetery on March 2¢ was attended| 
by a large and representative number 
of the citizens of Shanghai. The chiet 
mourner was Mr. T. Lindsay, a nep- 
hew of the deceased.

‘While Shanghai is not yet thinking 
of summer-resorts, Russians are ale 
ready making préparations for that 
season. Outside of the Russian colony 
itis hardly known that according to 
official reports of the Passport Bur 
eau, there were last summer no less 
thah 2,000 Russians hollday-making in 
‘Tsingtao alone. Russians were always 
fond of going to | health-resorts 
(datchas). “Every Russian city, 
whether iarge or small, is certain to 
have a place of rest somewhere on 
its oulskiris. Resorts on the Cuucasus, 
the Crimea, and others, grew with 
nerodible specs; and even in emigra- 
tion, Russians ave retained this pas 
sion for leaving the eity during the 
summer months. 

In Harbin, for example, as coon as: 
Russians aerived there in 1920, health~ 
resorts in Manchuria: Chalantun, 
Extzolziantze, Fullaherdi, Barim, ete, 
began to grow, to use & Russian ex- 
pression, “like mushrooms after” a 
shower" Nearly avery railway sta 
ton was converted into a health= 
resort, and here Russian health 
seekers and some foreigners as well 
began to arrive even from Shanghal. 

Prior to the Influx of Russians into 
Harbin, no one. thought it possible| 
that the muddy and treacherous river, 
‘Sungari could be used for bathing. 
After 1020, on almost every” sunny. 
‘summer day thousands crossed to the 
opposite bank, where they not only: 
vam, but for hours tay in the sun, 
sat in hundreds of little eafes and 
restaurants which had sprung up, had 
thelr tin and even thelr dinner, and| 
‘only after sunset returned to the city 
sunburnt, spent but satisfied, 

In Shangha, Rucsians are likewise 
making herole’ attempts to “discover” 
places. which can be converted. into 
datelias, ‘They frst opened Chapoo 
8 a summer-resort; theye they bogan 
to buy up land, build small eotteges, 
‘and make the beach usable. The dee: 
laration of Chapoo a military zone, 
however, made this dream impossible. 
‘Then thelr attention was turned. to 
Pootoo, and to that holy island they 
‘organized weekly" trips. But there is 
a limited supply of food in Pootoo: 
it is forbidden t@ eat meat there; and 
communleation ‘fueilities are icon 
venlont, Last year Russians started 
to build summer houses on Point Is 
land, and formed a Seout camp in Zos 
but," unfortunatly, a seore of bos 
‘caught schistosomfasis, Thus, Tying 
tao. remains the nearest and most 
popular summer-resort, although many 
Russians leave for Peitaiho and the 
beaches of Daiven and Chetoo. 


An Industry 


‘The resort business is becoming in 
itz own way an industry. With the 
coming of March, enterprising Rus- 
sian men and women sail for ‘Tsing. 
tao and rent houses which they turn. 
inlo bearding-houses.. This year the 
Russian Orthowtox Confratornity Is 
‘opening a large Fest house in Laoshas 
where most of the houses belong to, 
oF are exploited by, Russians. ‘There 
is no branch of the summer-ceason 
trade in which Russians do not take 
a lively "part. Musicians, barbers, 
manleurists, chefs, chauffeurs, dentists, 
doctors—even tutors to prime back: 
‘ward “pupils—all leave for Tsingtao. 

‘To Russians a summer resort is 
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more necessary than to foreigners of 
vther nationalities. ‘They have no 
‘spacious houses with lawns, no ears 
in which to tak rides in the counte 
‘The majority of them do not belong 
to clubs with swimming pools. ‘They 
live in narrow, stuffy terraces, and to 
them a summer resort is, therefore, 
a question ‘of ‘ealth

SEVERAL INJURED AT 
COTTON MILL 


Workers, Mostly Women, 
Storm Compound 


‘Some 600 workers, mostly women, 
who had been locked out by’ the 
‘management because of threatening. 
trouble, stormed the Sing Yue No. 2 
Colton’ Mill, 8 Robison Road, short- 
ly ‘before 7 am. on March 25, 
and smashed windows and furn- 
ishings. Four malo ‘Chinese and two 
Sikh watchmen were injured more 
oF less seriously, one of the Chinese 
being scalded "by boiling water. 
Police from the Pootoo Road Station 
quelled the disturbance and order had 
seen restored when. the Reserve 
Unit arrived in the “red maria” 

‘The situation atthe mill, which 
‘employs about 1,200 men and women, 
was quiet throughout the afternoon | 
and evening, the lock-out remaining 

‘The trouble is said to have been 
precipitated by a notice reducing the 
Personnel owing to the instalment, 
presently, of new machinery.  Mem~ 
bers of the night shift showed resent 
ment of the reduelion order and the 
‘management made them leave the 
premises, This was followed by a 
lock-out of the day. shift. 

‘Men and women, however, yather- 
ed outside ‘the gate on. March 25. 
When about 00, consisting chiefly’ 
of women, had ‘gathered they pro-| 
ceeded to foree the gale and flow 
into the ‘compound, which  contains| 
the offices of the mill and. living, 
quariers for the staff. ‘The men In| 
the crowd started to breake windows, 
then penrtrated into the offices, where | 
they smashed furnishings and’ turned| 
things generally inside out. 

‘A brisk battle developed between! 
the attackers and the “defending” 
force, and it was in the course of 
this engagement that several. persons | 
were injured. Taree of the Chinese| 
workers were sent to hospital for 
hhead and body injuries and one was! 
treated for scolds. ‘The Police es- 
corted all the workers out as soon as| 
the trouble had subsided. 

‘The mill is a Chinese concern, and 
the Chinese authorities are attempt-| 
Ing to settle the dispute. ‘The Police 
are keeping a close watch on the| 
situation. 














‘TWO HURT AS STRIKERS 
RUSH MILL 


‘Trouble broke out again on Shang. 
hats labour fronton March 28 
when the striking workers of the; 
Ching Shing Silk Factory, in “Yange| 
tezepoo, tangled with members of the| 
staff and the Police in the compound 
ff the establishment. 

‘The disturbance, Jn which two mon 
were so seriously injured 
hhad {0 be sent to hospital, 
‘about 3 o'clock. At that ‘time some 
180 of the strikers, reinforced by the 
oafer element, went to the factory| 
premisos in Lane 464, Yulin Road, 
‘and attempted to enter’ the compound | 
in order to speak to the manager. 
‘Members of the staff tried to prevent| 
them from entering and at the samo| 
time telephoned for Police assistance 

‘A fight ensued in the course of] 
which a foreman employed at_ the! 
‘mill and a Chinese detective-constable 
from the Yulin Road Station were 
beaten badly, while others suffered 
Tess serious injuries. “Some damage 
was eaused to the windows and furnt- 
ture of the office. A Police party 
from Yulin Road finally dispersed the 
crowd and cleared the | premises, 
Arresting one man as a leader of the 
disturbance. Quiet “was quickly’ 
restored and a Police watch placed 
‘about the mill, 

"The injured foreman was taken to 
the Sacred Heart Hospital and_ the’ 
Chinese detective to the Police Hos- 
pital, 

‘Later in the aftenoon the workers! 
attempted to hold. a mecting on| 
vacant property at the intersection of| 
Whathing and ‘Ward Roads. Another 
turn-out of Police was made from the| 
Yulin Road Station, and the crowd 
dispersed without hesitation. 

Stone Potlee 

Another clash between silk factory 
workers and the Settlement Police 
occurred inthe Eastern district 
fon March 29, resulting in the 
ispersal of about "500 persons by 
tvniformed men and detectives from 
the “Yangtszepe0 Station after the 
‘mob had stoned the Police. No-one 
was seriously injured in the en- 
counter, which resulted in the Police 
charging the crowd with batons at 
‘Ying Zing Kong, near Linching 
Road. 


‘The $00 workers, principally. 
strikers, went to the Yuan Ling Silk- 
‘weaving Factory, 484 Linching Road, 
at 1 pm, in order to persuade the 
workers there to join ‘their union. 
‘The strikers surrounded the grounds’ 
and ‘when the Police arrived. they 
threw stones, slightly injuring several 
policemen. ‘The crowd was dispersed 
Ufectively at Ying Ziang Kong, near 
ly, and no attempt was made by the 
demonstrators {o form again. Three 
men were arrested and taken to 
Yangtszepoo Station.

Events Reviewed by Chairman: Organized Smuggling 
Denounced: Government Efforts Praised 


N IMPORTANT statement on 
was made on March 23 
chairman, at the annual meeting 


general trade conditions in China 
by Mr. H. W. P. McMeekin, 
of the Shanghai General Cham- 


ber of Commerce, held in the offices of Messrs. Beck and Swann 
(secretaries), “North-China Daily News” Building, 17 The Bund, 
In reviewing the general situation, Mr. McMeekin said:— 


At the annual general meeting of 
the Chamber last year, T expressed 
the view that several factors appeared 
tovafford the fiope that we had passed 
the culminating point of the worst 
depression whieh has visited China 
for many years, This optimism has 
proved to be correct, although It was 
fonly In the last quarter of 1036 that 
the change beeame readily apparent, 
assisted largely by the abundant crops 
harvested throughout the country. 
Good harvests mein an increase in 
the purchasing power of the people 
‘and ‘stocks of merchandise in the 
Interior which had become sadly de- 
pleted during the economic depres- 
sion are now being gradually re- 
plenished, "This vevival of trade has 
iso tbeen assisted in great mensure 
bythe comparatively settled con- 
ditions which now obtain over the 
xreater part of China, 

‘The rapprochement between Nan~ 
king’and Canton and the apparent 
iquidation of the serious revolt which 
recently occurred in Sian are two 
linportant steps forivard, and it now 
remains, 93 far as concerns China's 
purely domestic differences, to deal 
‘with the so-called Communists in the 
Northwest. 1 say so-called “because 
the terms “Red” ond “Communist” 
ave somewhat freely applied to oppon- 
tnle of the Government, and it is 
probably more correct. to consider 
Vie as disgruntled parties who prey 
on the country as bandits and are 
elng supported in the form of arms, 
ammunition and propaganda, by sub- 
versive alien elements, whose aim it 
Ie to disrupt the country. ‘The fact 
vomains that, for many years, no such 
considerable’ part of China has ever 
heen subject {o one central authority 
fay iy the case at present, — Unfor~ 
Uunalely, however, the  sutonomous 
government in the north continues 
to'funelion, principally as the result 
of outslde assistance and support, thus 
providing an immense fleld for the 
Activities of powortul and well-or-= 
xanized smugglers, who operate on a 
fale unknown anywhere In the 
world, 

‘The Nonking Government fully 
eallze the seriousness of this situa 
ion and the mentee which it brings 
to. China's economic rchabilitation 
‘ond progress. ‘They have taken strong 
‘and "getive steps to deal with the 
‘matter in go far as Wes within their 
power but unfortunately many of 
thelr efforly are rendered abortive 
‘owing to a lack of Jurisdiction over 
the offenders. 

Loan Services Continue 

Up to the present, the sorvieing of 
loans and indemnities secured on the 
Customs revenue has continued un- 
disturbed In spite of the appreciable 
Toss of revenue due to the smuggling 
situation, and, in fact, oan and ine 
demnity ‘payments yenerally during 
the past ‘year show a considerable 
advanee,. In this eonnection, one must 
‘lfer whole-hearted congratulations 
to the Ministry of Finance, whieh, 
Under the able direction of Dr. H. 
Kung, have done so much to restore 
Chinese eredit abroad. Not only have 
serangements been made for qt 
sumption of the service of many rail- 
way’ und external loans which had 
Tong been in arrears but very deinite 
‘measures have Yeon adopted to eff 
‘an eMfelent control of the country’s 
revenue, ‘These important develop- 
ments have brought forth apprecin- 
lon from such eminent financiers as 
Shr Frederick Lelth-Ross and the 
spectacular rise in the prices of Chi- 
hhege securities on the London market 
iMfords a striking proof of the re- 
storation of world confidence in 
China, 

Political stability uhroughout the 
year was well maintained with Gen. 
Chiang Kai-shek mote dimly estab- 
lished than ever. "His resignation, 
tendered as the result of the Sian 
coup, was instantly rejected by the 
Government anid it is. confidently 
anticipated that his services will con- 
tinue to be available to the nation. 
‘The recent public demonstration in 
his favour must have forcibly im- 
pressed upon him the general ap- 
Proval of his efforts, in which he has 
Neon so ably. assisied by Madame 
Chiang. Within the past few weeks, 
Me. Wang Ching-wel, Chairman of 
the Central Political Counell, returned 
to China from Europe and has al- 
yeady made some strong and Inter- 
coting "pronouncements on future 
policy, probably the most notable 
having reference to the recovery of 
Tost areas. 

Railway, and road communications 
made great advances during the year 
and radio telephone service between 
Shanghal and Hongkong was estab- 
lished carly in February, 1997. There 












































‘ment of communleations has been a 
‘most important factor in the work of 
inlfleation of the country and the 
‘more rapid movement of merchandise 
to and: from the interior is already 
exerting a beneficial effect on com- 
meree, 

‘A considerable amount of new 
Jegistation “has been promulgated 
during the year, including Income 
‘Tox Regulations and a new Insurance 
Law. 

‘As regards the former, diplomatic 
arrangements have not yet been 
made for its application “to those 
Joying extraterritorial rights, 
whilst as regards the new Insurance 
Law, this has not yet been brought 
{nto ‘effect, doubtless in view of the 
many difficulties which must be 
‘surmounted before it can’ become 
applicable, 


Mortgage Law Dimeulties 

In referring to matters of tert 
tion, T should like to express. the 
fervent hope that some way may 
speedily be found to remove the 
‘anomalies in the laws governing 
mortgages. ‘The existing dimcultios 
in this. connection are undoubtedly 
1 serious obstacle to general recovery 
fas assets of considerable value con 
tinue to be frozen pending clarifeas 
tion of the position. 

Military requirements again ac- 
‘counted for a considerable percentage 
fof the national’ expenditure. and 
‘until some portion of this excessive 
gure ean be diverted to more pro 
duelive channels, public services’ a 
bound to suffer, and the high duties 
which it is found essential to main- 
tain must continue as a heavy burd 
‘on commerce generally.

SLOW ‘TRAVEL 


In Mengehen 


‘To the Editor of the 
“Nonra-Cinxa Daiy News" 


‘Sm,—This boat, in which T am re- 
turning to Hwaiyuen after itinerat- 
ing in the Mengehen region, has been 
ima jam on the river for some hours, 
‘The jam has lasted already for three 
days, ‘The boats ahead are beginning 
to move and we are now going for 
ward, inch by. inch. If We reach 
Hwalyuen to-morrow in time for 
Easter Sunday we shall have been 
slx days ond five nights on this boat. 
making a journey of 210 Ii, or 70 
English miles, 

It is not a large boat—if we sit 
up straight or kneel our heads strike 
the roof of matting. We occupy the 
only cabin, which is about the size 
of a large double bed. ‘There is a 
smal kitchen, from which we are 
separated by’ a curtain. "This boat 
already hada cargo which it. Is 
bringing from Pochow—20 bags of 
beans and 48 Startdard Oil tins ‘filled 
with cotton-seed oll. We broke even 
our record for slowness on Wedn 
day, “In something over 12 hours we 
made only 12 li, four English, miles 
Part of the time’ there was a favour- 
able wind. We would enjoy It for 
‘a few minutes. and then got stuck 
in the mud again. Spring has come 
to Northern Anhwel, but that day 
there was hail hissing In the water 
around’ us and then snow fell 
heavily for hours, and all day 
tong there was a bitter north wind. 
Most of the day the boatman was 
wading in the ice-cold water, pushing 
the boat’ from the stern, while his 
wife and small brother poled trom 
the bow. ‘Several times he carried 
part of our eargo of oil tins to the 
Fiver bank and then back again after 
‘shallow place had been painfully 
Rogotiated, 1 lost count of the num~ 
ber of these bad places. At dusk we 
found ourselves at the head of a long 
string of boats waiting in the arrow 
channel for us to move. As many 
tins of olf as possible had already 
‘been roped to the sides of the boat, 
slightly lessening its displacement, 
the olf tins belng partly submerged in 
the water. Again the boatman waded 
to the shore with some of the oll 
ting out of the hold. Miss Li, my 
fellow-worker, and I volunteered to 
watch these oll tins on the shore 
while the boat was poled over some 
bbad places ahead. “We paced up and 
down in the mud for an hour and 
watched the struggles of the next 
bboat-people, who had been cursing 
our boat for not moving and now 
seemed to be having even a harder 
time than our boatman in. getting 
over this one bad place. At last we 
heard the boatman's voice through 
the dark, We returned to the hoat, a 
quarter of a mile ahead, The boat- 
man and his wife tolled for two 
hours carrying the oll tins back— 
while the ‘small brother acted as 
watchman in our place. 

‘This is an important waterway. The 
river is crowded with boats in many 
places, It rises In Horian and empties 
Into the Hwal River at Hwaiyuen, If 
this river wero dredged all this terri 
ble cost in time and toil could be 
greatly, lessened. Is not this the 
responsibility of the Governor of the 
provinee in Anking? 

T write this letter in the hope that 
someone with influence will read It 
‘and speak af it where the speaking 
of it will really count. ‘The boat 
people do not blame the Government. 
‘They only blame Heaven: “It has 
been like this for two years.

Stt,~The telephone administration 
of the Ministry of Communication: 
evidently has considered excuses as, 
undignified for it has allow the re- 
marks of Supscaisen’s letter of the 6th 
Instant to go without any rejoinder. 

‘AS a matter of fact excuses are nt 
necessary, for none are Tequired, and. 
Yet it is permissible for a distinterest- 
ed third party to say a few words oy| 
way of explanation. 

It Is to be regretted that the cor- 
respondent has been subjected to in- 
convenience because the long distanc> 
telephone facilities between this port 
and the capital is taxed to its full 
capacity and is unable to extend hit 
Instantaneous service, but his charge 
that his-call has been purposely held 
‘over to compel him to change it to an 
lurgent call is so ridiculous that it 
hardly needs any rebuttal. Since long: 
telephone service is a government| 
ménopoly, if the telephone administrz| 
tion wishes to charge more for 1's| 
service it can raise the prices ot 
pleasure and does not need to resort 
to any tricks, ‘There is no reason for| 
the staff to purposely delay any mes- 
sage, because any increment in receipt 
will not affect the workers finaneially. 
It is self-evident that the delay waz 
due’ entirely to the velephone lines 
being busy and not due fo any artiti 
lal. manipulation. 

‘Naturally upon changing his 
ordinary call to an urgent one he 
was connected very shortly thereafter 
for that is what the Urgent call 
service was established for. 

Last, but not the least, my own ex: 
perionce is that it is not uncommca 
to have to wait for a couple of hours 
for a long distance call to go throug! 
in forelgn countries. For although the: 
Tacllities ave greater over thers, the 
demands are also much greater. 

‘On the whole I think the telephone 
administration har managed its servicr 
very eMfciently and the very fact th: 
it 43 expanding rapidly its long dis- 
tance service is an indication that st 
has served the public well at least 
well enough to win sufficient 
patronage for its existing lines (o 
Warrant the contemplated expansios. 

‘The recent inauguration of Shang. 
hal-Hongkong and Shanghal-Japou 
telephone services at the reasonabic 
rates of $8 and $15 respectively have 
proved quite popular and convenient 
It must be conceded that the trans- 
‘mission could be improved and un 
doubtedly it will be.

After the Jury had twlee falled to 
roach an agreement, Judge P.-Grant 
Jones, in H. M. Supreme Court in 
‘Tientsin, acquitted Mrs. Dorothy Soar 
and Mrs. Ivy Plaskett ‘on the charge 
of murder, ‘but intimated that they 
‘must remain on ball as there were 
other charges, 

‘The case arose out of the death of 
‘a new born baby, and the trial, which 
began on March 18, was concluded 
‘on March 20. ‘The jury first rellred 
to consider their verdict at 410 pm. 





and at 6.20 pam, returned without a| di 


verdict, They were agreed that an at- 
tempt was made to procure abortion 
and that an instrument was used to 
procure abortion, ‘They could not 
agree, however, that death resulted 
from ‘the act and therefore could not 
Dring a verdiet either of murder or 
‘manslaughter.

‘The Local Position 
“American corporations which are 
merely purchasing goods in China 
through ordinary buyers," sald Judge 
Helmick, “or only shipping goods 
from home to retailers or const 
‘on orders solicited by salesmen or 
‘agents cannot, of course, be sub- 
Jected to the process and furisdletion 
5f this Court. On the other hand, 
‘American corporations should not be 
permitted to function in this eld 
in a manner essentially local in 
nature and compel persons across 
the street who have dealt with them 
and who are likely to be non- 
‘Americans to cross the Paclle to 
seek redress in some Court in the 
United States.” 

Examining the facts and dealing 
with the law, he sald that the act 
of the defendant in registering its 
trade marks was a persuasive indica- 
Vion that the company was “doing 
business” in China and hid brought 
itself within the Court's jurisdiction 
in the legal sense, as the Chinese 
trade mari law specifically forbade 
the right of registration to persons 
who had no places of residence or 
business in China.

The ss. Marie Moller, owned by 
Messrs. Moller und Co,, of Shanghai, 
]was reported yesterday evening to be 
blazing from stem to stern. after 
fhaving caught fire while nearing the 
Jend of a voyage to Liverpool from 
[Indin. The crew of 72, who were 
forced to abandon ship, were all 
rescued safely. 

The fire, which broke out carly 
yesterday morning in the bunkers, 
jwas followed by two heavy ex- 
[plosions, and. the vessel was brought 
to anchor about two miles off Holy- 
head, in North Wales. 

Large crowds gathered on the 
|waterfront to watch the rescue of the 
Jcaptain and his crew, among whom 
there were a number. of Chinese,

He was careful to avoid an expres: 
‘slon. of personal opinion, and con 
fined ‘hig speech to “the naked legal 
question” of the controversy regard 
hg the nation’s highest tribunal. Ho 
explained that the “obvious proprle- 
ies" of his position made it inadvis- 
ble for him. “publicly to criticize 
either the contemporary decisions, of 
the Court oF the political principles 
for policies of the President.” 

"Referring. to the constitutionalism 
of the projected enlargement of the 
‘Supreme Court, Mr. Clarke em: 
phesized that Congress had ample 
H¥ecedent and authority for such 
uelior, under the Constitutto 

‘He traced at length the history of 
the Court's relationship to Congress 
Airecting attention to the fact that 
‘Congress had frequently reduced and 
increased the personnel of the Court, 

“In eighty years of Court histor; 
‘Mr, Clarke pointed out, “the number 
‘cf judges has been reduced twice and 
Increased five times......Never be- 
fore has the power of Congress, under 
the Constitution, thus to legislate been 
‘questioned. No amount of argument 
could make this grant of power. 
clearer than the plain provisio 
the Constitution," he declared, “to 
argue the question further would 
obscure it." 

‘Mr, Clarke, who is 79 years of age, 
was appointed to the Supreme Cour! 
July 14, 1916, by President Wilson.

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JUDICIAL QUANDARY IN AMERICA’ 


Supreme Court’s Interpretation of Constitution : 
Comparison with Sir Edward Coke's Defiance 


Front Ovn Owx Comssronexr reer! 


Washington, Feb. 21. 

“This Constitution and the Laws of 
the United States which ,shall be 
made in pursuance thereof! . . shalt 
‘be the Supreme Law on the land, 
Article VI of the Constitution of the 
‘United Stotes of America. 

‘The 55 gentlemen who drafted the 
Constitution 180 yearsago were traine 
ed in a philosophic background whieh 
accepted two political fictions, They 
Knew thelr Hobbes and thelr Locke 
and believed that Government’ was 
‘based upon a social contract between 
the people and the rulers—they had 
read their Montesquieu and believed 
Jn the principle which he fancied ‘he 
doteeted In the. British form of 
Government of the separation of 
powers, 

‘They were moreover men repre- 
senting the original states, children 
‘of the historical and geographical 
conditions which had led to thelr 
formation. These influences combined 
to produce a written document which 
first allotted certain powers from the 
people to the government, secondly 
divided the government powers be- 
tween the states governments and the 
Federal Government and thirdly de- 
fined the spheres of the three arms 
of the Federal Government, legisia~ 
tive, executive and the judicial. The 
constitution set up a government of 
separate powers, of cheeks and 
balances, Each branch of the govern- 
ment would prevent an undue ex- 
pansion of the rival branches, 

‘Now. comes the diffiewity. The 
Judicial branch of the government, 
the Supreme Court, in considering 
eases which were brought to it for 
review had. to consider all the laws 
bearing upon the case including the 
fone original and fundamental law, 
the Constitution. An act of the 
Federal Legislature which deolt with 
‘a subject reserved In the Constitue 
tion to the State Government, or an 
action by an executive official which 
violated the rights reserved to the 
people, was set aside. When the 
Supreme Court acts to protect the 
elvit liberties of the people it is 
subject to no criticism, but when it 
nels asida an act of Congress it is 
Accused of enroaching on the legisia- 
tive branch of the government, 


Interpreting the Constitution 

‘The Supreme Court is often said 
to interpret the Constitution. If it 
did this then much of the ‘present 
confusion might be avoided, thats to 
say if it, gave an opinion on the 
validity of a law before that aw was 

passed, Tt waits until a caso Is 
Drought before it involving she lave, 
then in considering all law which has 
a bearing on the case it considers 
the suprome law of the land, the 
Constitution. 

‘The President's supporters maintain 
that this power has been usurped and 
that the founding fathers never in- 
fended the Court to take the Con- 
stitution under review but to assume 
that Congress (bound by oath to 
protect it) had the Constitution in 
‘mind when legislating and would not 
violate its prineipl 

His opponents reply that Congress 
only debates in actual fact the 
desirability of legislation before it 
not its constitutionality. ‘They rely 
upon the courts to say whether or no 
‘they have gone beyond their powers. 


Laws Subject to Dual Veto 

Looked at ina different way, every 
Congressmen In passing a law, knows, 
that it is subject to a dual velo—it 
may be vetoed directly by the Pres- 
Ident or indirectly by the Supreme 
Court,” Both of these checks upon 
the full responsibility of Congress 
hhave at times led to stipshod legis! 
tion. Congressmen neglect to oppose, 
improve or perfect a law feeling that 
the Court will have the final word 
fon the matter, or they vote for harm- 
ful legislation desired by a powerful 
political group in thelr district, fecl- 
Ing that their action will not ‘harm 
the country since the President will 
velo It 

‘The ‘drafters of the Constitution 
realized that it might be necessary to 
change it and provided a method of 
‘amendment which has been exercised 
21 times. A two thirds vole of Con: 
luFess_and the acceptance of three 
quarters of the states (given by the 
state legislatures or by special state 
conventions) is required. If ‘two 
thirds of the states desire a constitu: 
tional “convention can be called, 
though this provision has never beer 
evercised, 

‘The President objects to an amend- 
ment because it takes time and may 
not finally be accepted. If the public 
aro really anxious for an amendment. 
it can be passed speedily, as was the 
repeal of the Prohibition Amendment, 























On the other hand the child labour 
amendment has never been ratified 
‘by three quarters of the states. An 
amendment which would redistribute 
the powers of government between 
Federal and ‘State governments, 
would, the President no doubt rightly 
feels, ‘arouse opposition within the 
States. Politicians who would pass 
upon it would be interested in retain- 
ing as much power and prestige for 
themselves as’ possible. 


Dimming the Perspective 

The whole question would have

Laws. regulating hours and wages 
obviously promote general welfare 
Dut the Supreme Court, or at least 
a» majority” of. its members, look 
igidly at the Constitution itscit and 
find that while Congress can levy 
{axes to provide for the general wel- 
fare and can regulate commerce 
ymong the several states, nothing is 
sald about its power to regulate in- 
dustrial activities within the several 
slates. And in the Tenth Amendment 
it is provided that If no. powers are 
stated to belong to the Federal Gov- 
nment they must be assumed to be 
reserved to the states respectively 
oF to the peopl 

‘The rejection of social ey 
‘by the Court has led to the accusa- 
tion that they are unprogressive, that 
the majority who insist upon a’ rigid 
Interpretation are conservative and 
reactionary as opposed 10 those who 
believe in stretching its terms a tittle 
‘re described as Iiberal. If “general 
welfare” and “regulate commerce” 
fare Interpreted broadly enough then 
Practically any plece of social or in- 
‘dustrial legislation passed by Con- 
ress could be accepted. If they are 
not interpreted broadiy than the 
power of the Federal Government is. 
shackled and social legislation is im- 
possible. The States could pass it, 
but they do not, and the Federai 
Government cannot. 


Local Option Allowed 

‘The chief advantage of having cer- 
tain powers set aside for the central 
Government and all others reserved 
to the States is that majority tyranny, 
ig prevented and a species of local 
option allowed. To a person emo- 
tionally interested in the cause ad- 
voeated by a majority this curb on 
its power, this inability to compel 
them to come in is an unbearable 
restraint. 

‘What is really wrong is not the 
‘Supreme Court but the Constitution. 
‘The difficulties to which the separa~ 
lon “of executive and legislative 
power hove led are specially marked 
Jn the realm of foreign affairs. The 
executive sigs an agreement and the 
legislature rejects it. ‘The system of 
‘cheeks and balances is all check ond 
no balance, ‘The executive would be 
prepared to negotiate a war debt 

ent, or a co-operative type of 
neutrality ‘bill and negotiation is its 
funetion. But acceptance of the in- 
strument once negotiated depends 
upon Congress, for it is a legislative 
funetion and Congress alone can make 
fan agreement the law of the land. 

‘The powers possessed by the State 
governments also has its drawbacks, 
for all States though they must be 
treated as equals are not in fact 
equals. An undemocratic exaggera- 
tion of power is placed in the hands 
of the rural states. (Just as under 
the old Soviet constitution the powers 
‘of industrial areas were distorted, the 
opposite evil. ‘There has sprung up| 
a vested Interested of State  job- 
holders protected by the Constitution 
far ‘more powerful than any in- 
dustrial vested interest, and far more 
dangerous to the workings of demo- 
cratic government. 

A State government ean keep rival 
parties off the ballot for example. If 
there should be a three-parly pres- 
dential election in whieh neither 
candidate obtains, a clear majority 
then the election would be thrown 
Info the House where the state re- 
Presentatives vote as slate units. 
‘The sparsely populated agricultural 
States would have an equal voice 
with a large population state such as 
New York or Pennsylvania. 









































In a country such as the United 
States in which the elected politicians 
reflect predominant opinion in their 
district “rather than exercise judg- 


ment or leadership of their own, 
where they are delegates to echo the 
‘electors’ voice and not as in England 
representatives to speak for the 
electors—members of Parliament not 
members for Bristol—some- form cf 
safeguard against the fluctuations 
based on mass emotion which car 
Yead_a crowd to“shout one minute 
for Christ_and the next for Barrabas, 
is necessary. 
Senator Borah's Thesis 

Senator Boral put the crux of the| 
matter as follows—"do modern con-| 
ditions make it imperative that the 
Fedetal Government have greater, if 
not complete, control over most’ of 
the internal affairs of the States.” 
Has not the time come to seek a 
higher authority for an answer than. 
President, Congress or Supreme Court 
‘<namely' the people asks Senator 
Borah. 

“It seems to me that a question has} 
‘arisen which only the people have 
the authority or the right to settle; 
should there be a redistribution of 
Dower between the State and the 
Federal government?” 

‘There is a superficial resemblance 
between President Roosevelt's efforts 
to pack the court and the threat of| 
Mr. Asquith to pack the house of| 
Lords if the Parliament Act was not| 
passed restricting “its velo powers. 
‘The essential difference is that the| 
Lords were free agents while the 
Court is an interpreter of a written 
constitution. Its members cannot in| 
ood conscience interpret that doc- 
lument, which is the supreme law, 
ina way pleasing to the executive| 
whatever the threat or entreaty used. 
to make them. 

‘According to Senator Borah the 
conflict between the President and| 
Supreme Court is far more lke that} 
between James I and Sir Edward 
Coke, the first Lord Chief Justice of 
England, who “flung the laurels of a 
Mfetime’ in the face of his King 
when the first Stuart bade the Chief 
Justice postpone consideration of a 
matter pending until his Majesty 
could make known to him the wishes| 
‘of the Crown.” 

Another difference between the 
threat to pack the Lords and the 
threat to pack the Court is that two| 
elections were fought in 1910 to} 
sound out public opinion. In the last| 
Presidential election nothing at all 
was sald on the Constitutional issue. 
Attempts of Republicans to raise the| 
‘issue were ignored and Democratic| 
spokesmen were urged to keep away 
from the tople. 

First Nullifteation of a Law 

A final point to consider is whe-| 
ther the powers of the Cotirt were| 
usurped. A favourite theory of re- 
cont times fs to attribute far-reaching! 
cunning to Chiet Justice Marshall 
who first nullifed an act of Congress, 
Jn the famous case of ‘Marbury 
Madison, Mr. Madison as Jafferson' 
Secretary .of State refused to hand| 
over a commission to Mr. William, 
Marbury appointed in the former] 
Administration. Mr. Marbury applied | 
for a writ of mandamus to force the 
Secretary to hand it over. 

If this had been, granted there 
would have been a direct conflict be-| 
tween judiciary and executive. Judge| 
Marshall refused to grant it on the 
grounds that the Judiciary Act giving. 
the Supreme Court that power was. 
not in accordance with the Supreme 
Court's powers as enumerated in the 
Constitution. 

‘No one was particularly excited 
with this verdict at the me and if 
the ‘Chief Justice had planned it, he 
‘made no further assertion of ‘the 
Court's power during his remaini 
32 years on the Bench. In fact a 
act of Congress was not declared 
contrary to the Constitution till Dred 
Scott, a Missouri slave, was declared | 
1887 still a slave though he had lived 
in Minnesota territory, from which 
slavery was excluded by act of Con- 
reas Only Sate governments could 

‘the question of slavery so 
the act was unconstitulonal.

INCONSEQUENCES 
By Lamaron, 


From time to-time some ingenious| 
brain settles upon what is recogniz~ 
ed as a historical or literary 
mystery, applies to it all the power 
of deduction which imagination and, 
perhaps, a mathematical streale of 
fantasy can compass and then gives 
to the world a thesis of astonishing, 
yet in fact, mainly arid originality. 
‘Shakespeare, for various reasons, 
has given material for this freakish 
adventure. “His life, as known even 
to the most industrious students, is 
impossible to write without leaving 
many gaps and invoking many 
probabilities. Many of his plays 
‘Suggest collaboration with some 
unknown or suspected hand, some 
are ascribed to other authors and 
‘$0 removed from the accepted. 
‘The sonnets are considered to have 
biographical significance and their 
order has been subject of several 
Mterary treatises of varying im- 
portance. 




















Freemasonry is essentially a 
mystery to those without the 
brotherhood, although an eminent, 
masonic writer agrees that it 
is permissible for a non-mason 
to investigate masonic history. 
Secrets of freemasonry there are, 
and jealously preserved, but the 
preservation is probably due more 
to the recognition that the craft is 
devoid of secret mischief or evil 
than to any failure of curiosity. Mrs. 
Caudle, it is believed, endeavoured 
by concealment in a’ grandfather 
clock to penetrate the ritual to 
which Caudle devoted himself and 
from which, to judge from the 
famous curtain lectures, he returned 
in the mood to put his umbrella to 
bed and stand up in the corner all 
night. Whether Mrs. Caudle was 
made a mason, it is quite impossible 
and irreverent for the layman to| 
inquire. ‘The point is that, though 
the Grand Lodge of England, the 
‘mother grand lodge of Freemasonry 
everywhere—the theory that Eng- 
land took the craft from Germany 
is discredited and certainly Herr 
Hitler’s Germany would not wel- 
come it—was founded in 1717, 
Jodges and the practice of the craft 
in some form or other existed long 
before the 18th century. As the 
carly records are lost, the precise 
origin of the society has yet to be 
ascertained, according to Mr. Wil- 
iam James Hughan who hastens to 
add that there is “ample evidence 
remaining to justify the claim for 
its antiquity “and its honourable 
character.” 








Never since Mr. Pott evolved his 
special technique for writing on 
Chinese metaphysics has there been. 
such a splendid effort to combine 
information than in a book called 
“Shakespeare: Creator of Free- 
masonry” by Alfred Dodd, P.M. 
(Rider, London, 12/6). Mrs. Gallop’s| 
Baconian theory has still {ts ardent 
supporters and there are also 
theorists who hold that Vere, Earl 
of Oxford, was the real author of 
Shakespeare's plays. Even if the 
film studio has found enough 
material to make a real character 
of Shakespeare, that does not neces- 
sarily imply authenticity, ‘The facts 
definitely known about him are sum 
cient, however, to dissipate reason- 
able doubt of his ability to produce 
the works standing to his name. 
After all, it will be agreed that 
genius cannot be accounted for by 
the ordinary yardstick, and eminent 
‘as Bacon, for example, may have 
been, there is little ground for im= 
agining that, side by side with his 
Tearned mastery of the English 
tongue and his shrewd common 
sense, there also existed the divine 
spark which has made Shakespeare 
a citizen of the world. 


‘Mr, Hugh Chisholm has put the 

matter suceinetly when he says: 
«...although many problems in con- 
nexion with Shakespeare's. author- 
ship ean only be solved by, the 
answer that he was a “genius,” the 
Baconlan viow that “genlus" by 
‘self could not confer on Shake- 
speare, the supposed Stratford 
‘rustic", the positive knowledge of 
Jaw, etc, which is revealed in his 
works, depends on a theory of his 
upbringing and career which strains 
the evidence quite as much as any- 




















thing put forward’ by orthodox 
biographers, if not more......it is 
by no means Improbable that the 





Stratford “rustle” was quite well 
educated, and that his rustleity is 
@ gross’ exaggeration. We know 
very little about his carly years, 
and, in so far as we are ignorant, 
itis legitimate to draw inferences in 
favour of what makes the remainder 
of his earcer and achievements in- 
telligible. ‘The Baconian theory 
‘entirely depends on straining every 
assumption in favour of “Shake- 
speare’s not having had any oppor 
tunity to acquire knowledge which 
in any, case it would "require 
“genius” to absorb and utilize; and 
this method of argument is directly 
opposed to the legitimate procedure 
Jn approaching the undoubted difi- 
culties. 











But the ingenuity which works 
‘out codes and ciphers must not be 
baulked of its prey. Mr. Dodd has 
thus combined two mysteries—one 
is the mystery regarding all the facts, 
of Shakespeare's life and the other 
is the mystery of the exact origin 
of Freemasonry. By this effort it is 
‘sought to establish that Shakespeare 
knew of modern Freemasonry, em- 
ployed Masonic imagery and sym- 
botism in his work and was actually 
a member of a Speculative Lodge. 
Even further does Mr. Dodd go— 
and by an extraordinarily arbitrary 
selection from Shakespeare seeks 
to prove that the dramatist was 
not only a Freemason but the father 
and founder of the fraternity and 
the writer of the rituals. 


In making this assertion Mr. 
Dodd apparently ignores the con- 
ventional view of members of his| 
craft, who constantly lay stress on | 
the antiquity of the creed. ‘The 
exposition snows an industry’ 
worthy of a better cause and it is. 
accompanied by an _ irritating 
lavishness in the use of capitals, 
italics and various other exploita- 
tions of the resources of the com- 
posing room to draw attention to| 
particular words or phrases, 

Where the reader will find more 
satisfaction, probably, is in the frst 
chapter, in’ which uncertainties re- 
garding the actual origin of 
Masonry are leamedly discussed. 
Great stress is laid of the similarity 
of the language of Masonic ritual 
to that of Shakespeare, but surely 
‘Mr. Dodd gives away his case when 
he makes the perfectly correct as- 
sertic 

‘The man who coined words for 

Englishmen to use was Shakespeare 

with his 20,000 word vocabulary. 

With the unknown editor of the 

James Bible in 1611, he virtually 

xed our modern tongue, the frst 

English grammar being printed in 

1586, 

It might be just as logical—teaving 
chronology out of account—to claim | 
for Shakespeare the authorship of 
the Bible, 











Now, primary acceptance of ths 
theory’ that Shakespeare was the 
author of Masonic ritual depends 
apparently on the assumption that 
the world's greatest dramatist, in 
allowing his poetic fancy and’ his| 
amazing gift of language to have 
full rein, was all the time engaged| 
in working out a most claborate 
cipher. Surely the whole philosophy 
of poetic «inspiration collapses if 
this” mechanical freakishness is 
ascribed to the work of the poet. 
Poetry by its very essence requires 
attention to rhythm and metre and 
sound, But if to these three 
Qualities is added the construction 
of words, letters and sentences to 
convey a secondary meaning, the 
feat sadly lowers the nobility of 
the poet's conception. No poet 
worth his salt can control the flow 
‘of words. ‘The inspiration of the 
moment brings to him phrases, 
similes and words almost. before 
his mind has taken the full stride 
which the theme demands. 

Let a few examples be taken to 
Indicate how this amazing faculty, 
{s altributed to Shakespeare. This 
from “Measure for Measure” (Act 
IIL, last Seene—the sentence taken 
from its context), “E am a brother 
of a gracious order late come from: 
the sea”, asks the reader to verceive 
there a ‘knowledge of noble orders 
and. fraternities. The work of 
Masons is indicated in “Henry V" 
(Act I, Scene 1) by the single, 
sentence, “The singing masons 
building ‘roofs of gold.” From the 
Shakespeare Folio of 1623 the

‘was our Shakespeare” is taken to} 
show that he was the first Free 
‘mason, and the injunction by the| 
editors of the Folio is quoted to 
prove the relation between Shake-| 
‘Speare's manuscript and Masonic 
ritual: 

Reade him..... To your Divers 
Capacities, you will finde enough, 
Both to draw,and hold you: for his 
wit can ho more lie hid, than it 
‘could be lost, Reade him therefore: 
and againe and againe: “And if then 
‘you doe not like him, surely you!

‘whom if you need, can bee your 
‘guides: if you neede them not you 
Gan, lead Yourselves and others, 
And such Readers we wish him. 
From “Love's Labours Lost” and 

“The Tempest" many quotations are 
given with the object of proving 
the author's case. The secrecy of 
‘Masonry, to which Mrs. Caudle took 
such grave bedtime objection, is 
alleged to be disclosed here:

‘That is from “Love's Labours Lost,” 
and from “The Tempest” the begin- 
ning and ending of Lodge procedure 
is seen in this excerpt:

‘Then certain juggling is applied’ 
to the Shakespearean seals and. 
manuseripts. Calculations are made 
on the basis of words in a line and 
bewilderingly ingenious deductions 
drawn therefrom. The contention 
is that Shakespeare was the driving] 
power behind the great literary and 
‘ethical movements of the era. From 
this literary coterie came the brains 
of the subsequent secret orders. 
Mr. Dodd thus deseribes the con- 
clusions to which he has been 
drawn in attempting to prove that 
‘Shakespeare was the first Grand 
Master of the Order of Free- 
masonry:

T have revealed the| 
supreme. genius “William Shake- 
‘Speare” as the Founder of Free- 
masonry... great ethical teacher 
‘with an urge for God and goodness. 
T have vindicated the greatness of 
Bros. Anderson, Desaguliers, Pres- 
ton, Hutchinson, who, with the 
members of thelr respective Grand 
Lodges, played a worthy and im- 
mortal part in the great and im- 
perishable emergence of 1723—our 
Ancient Brethren who knew the 
Founder and in thelr works left a 
secret record of the author. 
Industry of any kind always 
arouses admiration, but it is difficult 
to be impressed by this extraord-| 
inary fantasy of misguided research. 
It is equally dificult to see where| 
either Masonry or the study of 
Shakespeare can profit by such a.

quotations. One satisfa re- 
mains, and that is that the passages 
used by the author include very few 
of Shakespeare's greatest and most| 
popular lines. 














Shakespeare is not irreverently| 
handled by Mr. Dodd—that much| 
should be said in all fairness. 
Indeed the worthy masonic code| 
manipulator evidently considers 
that he is paying the dramatist. 
high compliment in ascribing to the 
plays the secondary purpose of em- 
bodying masonic signs and ritual.

GREAT POWER OF THE PEN 


Calligraphy Greatly Admired Art in China: Despatches 
and Official Documents 


By R. W, Swanow 


In no country in the world is the 
power of the pen greater than it is 
in China, for not only Is caligraphy 
2 much’ practised and greatly ad- 
mired art, but a good literary style is 
‘an. all-important factor, and any 
Socument or despatch that is not ex- 
pressed In clear well-formed phrases 
‘and sentences is read with impatl- 
fence and very often will bring down 
the wrath of superiors upon the un~ 
fortunate Individual responsible for 
It Though attempts have been made 
during the last few years to simplify 
the form and style of official docu~ 
ments, it is still necessary to have 
them ‘composed and written by men 
who have been specially trained for 
that kind of work, 

‘During the time of the Emperors 
the greatest care had to be taken 
over the documents sent out from 
‘any offce, as even a single mistake 
in the writing of the characters wos 
looked upon as a serious offense and 
meant instant dismissal and often 
punishment of the official concerned. 
‘Yamens in the capital employéd cer- 
tain secretaries known as “shu pan,” 
who were in charge of the ‘cor 
Fespondence, while every. provincial 
offilal even down to the district 
magistrate was compelled to engage 
a *Shaohsing shih yeh." or secretary 
from Shaobsing, Chekiang, a place 
‘algo famous for the qualliy of the 
‘wine produced there. 

‘Such men were known as “tao pel 
U4" (hose whose pens are like 
swords), for by the cleverness of 
their phraseology they could often 
cover up or minimize the delinquen- 
teles of those against whom an ac- 
‘eusation had been made, while on the 
other hand if they s0' wished they 
sould be dangerous enemies and by 
thelr skilful innuendoes and suppres- 
slon. of certain facts could greatly 
‘exaggerate the seriousness of the 
charges brought against those who 
had ineurred thelr displeasure, Even 
It they could not completely ex- 
onerate an accused person, they could 
Pender ineffective the cherges brought 

gainst him by such phrases 
“Shih ehu yiu yin, Ch’a wu shih ehd’ 
(there Js some reason in the indict: 
‘ment but no real proof has been put 
forward), of, “Fa sbui nan jung” 
(there Is no'law to fix his crime). 
Another favourite summing up 
was—Ching yiu ke yuan (this 
matter should be overlooked).

‘A. classical instance of the | in 
genuity at times practised to help 
the eatise of some person or other is 
contained in a despatch from the 
Tamous Tseng Kuo-fan who had a 
favourite general named Pao Chai 
whom he wished ‘to recommend for 
promotion in spite of the fact that 
he had suffered defeat in every et 
gagement he had taken part in.

‘Perhaps even more ingenious, 
though certainly less worthy, was the 
effort made by a yamen secretary 
who reported on the trial of a notori- 
ous bandit charged with forcibly 
entering end robbing the house of a 
Well-to-do family. ‘Though it was 
proved that the accused had entered 
the house by the front door, no men- 
tion was made of this in the report, 
‘and it was actually stated that the 
Supposed bandit was no more than a 
petly thief as he had entered the 
Premises by a drain pipe. 

Perhaps the most famous of all 
secretaries was one known as Wu 
Heien-sheng (Me, Wu) who worked 
for Tien Wen-chin, maternal uncle 
‘of Emperor Jung Cheng.

Some of them are blghly 
trained men while others aro little 
‘more than copylsts who transcribe 
with great -eare and accuracy the 
Grafis handed to them from the 
secretariat, 

Special Department 

In government offices and in con- 
‘cerns of importance all_correspond- 
fence is handled by the Shoufachu or 
Fecelving and dispatching depart 
ment, Documents and letters that 
come sn are recorded and then sent 
fo the secretariat where they are 
passed on to the departments. con~ 
cerned with instructions as to how 
they should be dealt with, Important 
documents, however, are frst sent 
Alrect to the oficial chiet with a re~ 
guest for “his instructions Inthe 
matter, 

‘After this they are distributed to 
the various deparlments| where “a 
daft reply, is written, ‘This Js, sent 
to the secretariat, and should it be 
satisfactory, the word “hsing” (all 
righ. is written’ on it and it is 
stamped with the oMctal seal. Tt is 
then handed to the copyists to write 
‘out the final draft, though should it 
bbe an important matter it ts frst sent 
to the official head for his approval. 
When the documents aro ready they 
are given to the sealkeeper who, after 
putting on the seals, passes them on 
fo the Shoufachu "where they ore 
recorded and then despatched, 

‘The work in these offices 1s much 
facilitated by the system used in the 
secreariat of putting the varlous do- 
uments into different coloured Ales 
In accordaneo with thelr urgency or 
Importance. ‘Those known es "Ts'ul 
yao" or matters of urgency, are put 
into green files, those of ‘toss, im- 
portance go into yellow ones, while 
White ones are used for papers need 
Ing. stereotyped or routine replies.

Compiling Documents 

It is not fo be expected that the 
Chinese, with thelr genius for Iterary

Perhaps the best known of thelr 
sayings is the one which makes ght 
of the supposed diMculties which 
must be overcame before a perton Is 
capable of undertaking such a task, 
and compares it to drawing a gourd 
(hulu), intimating that inspite of 
the multiplicity of documents in form 
they differ very little from one an 
other.

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fou shih hsing” (shall it be done ac- 
cording to this or not). ‘The petition 
must end with the words:—Li ho chu. 
wen cheng, Ch'ing chien hel. shih 
taun (In accordance with my duty T 
prepare this petition and submit it 
to you, Please give me your decision 


and then your orders as to how iti 


should be ‘carried out). 

‘Any. reference to the petitioner's 
superlor officers must begin on a 
now line and the characters’ ralsed 
above the level of the other lines.

Adaressing Royalty, 


In the olden days when the Em- 
peror's name was mentioned, the 
words had to be raised two steps, 
with an additional step for the name 
of his father or mother, and bull 
another one for his grandfather. Even 
In private correspondence this up- 
lifting was strictly adhered to. At 
the present time reference to others 
except the direct superior does not! 
Fequire a new line, though a space 
equal to that of one or two charac 
ters must be left.

the words “chao t¢," (follow in this| 
style), but if the’ reference is to| 
anything already, started, the first 
words must be “an cha” (we have! 
investigated this matter). 

Tt orders received from a superior 
are boing transmitted to subordinates 
the words “an feng" (we have re 
ceived the following orders) must 
serve as introduction, but if these 
same orders have come from equals, 
the words “an chun” are substituted 
for “an fong.” 

‘A. proper ending to a letter or. 
document is also a matier of con- 
siderable Importance, for if the 
proper terms are not used the re- 
cipfont may feel offended, For ine 
stance, a reply to a communication 
from @ superior should end with the| 
words “tong yin" (such are the 
Feasons for the above), but if the 
original document came from on 
equal, the words “tong ylu” are 
substituted for “tong yin" while 
“tena ching” is used when the re- 
clplent is 8 subordinate or one of 
Tower rank. ‘The three terms have’ 
the same meaning, and the only’ 
difference between them is in thelr: 
‘usage,

At must end with the words "tau tz 
(this document), while the correct 
ending to an offclal letter is "tau 
cchth” (this it sent), and {9 private 
otter “tzu pi (this reply). 

An office referring to a higher one, 
speaks of it as “chun.” (great), one|

(honotrdble), and one of lower 
status has, to be content with the: 
term “kal” or (that), 

‘A porson of superior rank refers. 
to himself as “pen” or (1) while on 
inferior formerly spoke of himself as

been changed to the more dignified 
name of “chih," (your follower). 


Equals spoke of themsolves as “pi,” 


(unworthy), but It has been decreed 
that tho term shall be changed to 


“pen.” (we). 
‘The nature of an official reply 
varies of course according to cireum~ 
stances, but many of them are 
slereotyped and avo uscd as oceasion 
domands, Some of the commonest 
ones of a negative nature arc 
chao chun” (Owing to present 
culties T cannot agree)—"Wan nan| 
chao chun" (This cannot on any ac- 
count be agreed to)—"Wel pien chao 
chun” (it Is not conventent to agree 
to this). 

Others showing agreement with the 
original suggestions are:—"Ssu shang 
kg hsing” (This can be agreed to)—| 
“Yiw-yw chao hun” (This ought to| 
be aired to)—while at times a 
single word is suMielent, 

(his can be done), or 
(agreed). 

Sometimes the replies are in the! 
nature of a reprimand, and show little 
sympathy for the suggestion put. 
forward:—"Shu shou man han" (Your: 
proposals are unreasonable) is far 
from complimentary, but it is mild 
compared with such’ phrases as, “Hu 
tut chi" (Footish in the extreme)—| 
“Shu shou pu chen ssu ti” (Your 
proposals cannot be taken cerio\ 
ly)—"Yin yu shen chih” (You must 
be warned) “Yen chen pu tai" (You 
should be punished without merey). 

From this it will be seen that the 
drawing of the documentary hulu is 
still a matter of considerable dim- 
culty, and full of pitfalls for those 
who ‘are not fully: acquainted with 
its multitudinous forms and ussges:

WAR ON CANCER 


The Magnificent Work of Sino-Belgian Radium 
Institute: Research Workers Seeking Cure 
aii ie es a? 


ITUATED in a somewhat remote part of Shanghai, its work 


virtually unknown except to 


the medical profession, the Sino- 


Belgian Radium Institute carries on day by day a most valuable 


work—cancer cure and cancer 


research. The Institute, in the 


grounds of the Sacred Heart Hospital, Yangtszepoo. is the first ant 
cancer centre in China, and joined the host of other centres carry- 
ing on research into the dread disease only two weeks ago. 


When the Sacred Heart Hos- 
pital was founded, the Sino-Belgian 
Radium Institute contributed the 
money necessary to found a physio~ 
therapeutical department, (drawing It 
from the Boxer Indemnity Fund), 
specializing In the treatment of can- 
cer, this being founded in 1031. Early 
in 1930, the whole institute was com- 
pletely’ re-organized, making it in- 
Rependent of the Hospital, the aim 
‘being to enlarge the scope of the anti 
jeancer measures. 

‘The Institute has as tts director M. 
A. Hiliadis, formerly attached to the 
institute of Cancer at Louvin Univer- 
sily, Belgium, with five Chinese doc- 
fors working under him—the only 
Chinese in the country to be trained 





In anti-cancer work. 
Av “North-Ching Herald re- 
presentative who was conducted 


Bround the Institute by Dr. George 
‘Woo, seeretary-general, was shown 
every phase of the research work and 
curative mensures which are carried 
cut there. On a cancer suspect being 
Admitted to the Institute, he is ex- 
amined by each doctor on the staff, 
In order (0 determine whether or not 
hhe has cancer, and if he has, what 
Particular type of cancer it is. One 
f the principal methods of determin 
Ing the existence of cancer Is by the 
examination of a minute particle of a 
tumour taken from the patient, and 
specially prepared by an elaborate 
process. A special instrument in the 
laboratory of the institute cuts off 
fone thousandth part of a millimetre 
from the particle of tumour, which 
fs first dipped in paraffin. It is then 
placed on a slide, and subjected to a 
colouring process which enables the 
‘cancerous ‘cells, if they exist, to be 
picked out with ease under the 
microscope. 
Under the Microscope 

‘The slide Js dipped into fourteen 
tottles of specially’ prepared ehrin’ 
cals, and by then the particle of 
tumour is stained a dark red colar. 
Piacing it under the microscope, it 
fs simple to distinguish a cancerc: 
cell, which is irregular in formetion, 
Instead of being round like a normal 
cell, ‘The represeriative who was 
conducted around the institute w: 




















jshown under the microscope a can- 





cerous and a non-cancerous cell con- 
tained in different particles of tissues, 
and could easily distinguish the one 
from the other. It is also possible 
to discover cancer's existence in the 
human body by blood tests, 

‘The experimental work carried on 
by ‘the Institute takes the form of 
Infecting mice with eancer, and then 
trying out different substances to find 
cut which one may effect a cure. This 
Process was a dificult one until a 
few years ago, when a system was 
devised by Jopanese research workers 
for giving mice cancer by smearing 
them with coal tar. — Another and 
more effective method is now in use, 
however, whereby the mico are in- 
jected with a substance known as 
benzopyrene. which costs £20 for a 
quantity of 10 grammes—the amount 
‘owned by the Institute, and used in 
lis rescareh work. Some trouble was 
experienced in getting this small 
package containing the liquid through 
the Customs. as it was thought that 
its value pointed to the fact that it 
must be a high explosive. On account 
of ils extraordinary virulence, it is 
necessary 10 don rubber «loves when 
handling the syringe with which the 
chemical is injected into the mice. 
‘Twenty drops are administered over 
‘2 period of forty days, and at the 
‘end of this period the mouse is highly 
Infected with the fisease. 


Seeking a Cure 

Attempls at curing the specimens 
with Vitamin © and radiation treat- 
ment are then made, but so far about 
ighty of the 100 mice have died—not 
om eancer. but in the course of the 
fattening treatment which is carried 
cut before the cancer injections are 
given. Research workers at the In- 
ftitute hope that by constant experi- 
ments with these mice they will 
eventually arrive at a real cure for 
the disease. 

‘Together with fellow workers all 
over the world. they are hoping that 
fone day they will hit on this cure— 
end win not only large cash prizes, 
bbut also the respect and grateful 
thanks of thousands of thelr fellow 
men.

Drama on Board British 
China Resident 


More or less correct accounts of 
of ‘surmises as to the serious accl- 
dent which befell the Union Castle 
ss. Llandovery Castle on the after- 
oon of February 25th have reached 
Shanghai but. the following is an 
Becount of the Incident, bya lady 
passenger on the ship’ who was 
Tormerly a resident in China: 

‘Two of us were walking the upper 
deck at S pam. on Feb, 25, while an-

Suddenly, the ship shook from 
end to end, There was a rending, 
tearing noise, an acrid black smoke 
rose, and we were sprayed with sea 
water as the vessel heaved deeply 
to. one side.

Adjoining the X-ray room is the 
radium therapy department, which 
forms the second stage In the treat- 
ment of cancer.

‘Tho excellent worke which the In 
stitute has been carrying out since 
ite foundation is well illustrated by 
the fact that 500 cases of suspected 
cancer Wave responded to treatment. 
Each case dealt with Is followed up 
‘carefully afterwards for a period of 
five years. Some show no recur- 
renee of the disease, while in others 
concer breaks out again afler g year 
or two, and they have to return for 
further treatment. “From 700 to 800 
cancer cases are dealt with by the 
institute each year.

‘One gramme costs 110,000 gold francs, 
und only $00 grammes are in existence 
in the world.

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AMOY SMUGGLING SITUATION 


Fewer legal Imports Owing to “Agreement” with 
the Japanese Authorities

Although there continues to_ be, 
‘more smuggling into Amoy than any’ 
other place on the | southeastern 
coast of China, with the exception 
fof the Canton area, the situation has 
greatly Improved ‘during the past 
yeer and specially in the past six 
months. ‘This bas been brought about 
by an ‘agreement with the Japanese 
regarding the so-called “runners,” 
the involuntary ald of the Japanese 
navy In turning the former smuggling 
‘bases into a fortified naval zone and 
prohibiting its use by commercial 
vessels; and also through the im- 
proved’ protective measures of the 
Customs and the action of the Ns 
tional Government in preventing the 
transmission of smuggled goods in- 
land, 

‘The main articles being smuggled | 
into the Amoy section continue to 
bbe sugar, Kerosene, matches, fish 
products,’ dyed cotton and. artifeial 
sill plece goods, and formerly cement 
m large quantites. 

Compared with North China the 
smugalinig inthe southeast is very 
small and is belng steadily reduced. 
‘One evidence of this 1s the greatly 
Increased Importation of sugar 
through the regular channels, Sugar 
with a duty of 5.9 Customs Gold 
Units, which comes to about n 200 
per cent, tarif, is the principal Item 
{nthe smuggling trade. During the 
past year, however, four times as 
much sugar was imported into Amoy 
through the Customs. as during the 
previous year. Although improved 
Economie ‘conditions in the province 
‘of Fuklen have ven the people a 
somewhat higher purchasing power 
in this section, this factor is-more 
than balanced by the Increased local 
production of sugar. When the eul- 
tivation of the poppy was pronibited 
‘and the law actually enforced in 
Fuklen three years ago, a large part 
of this land ‘came to be used for 
growing sugar cane. 


‘Smokers’ Delight 


Kerosene, ‘ ivhich usually comes 
second on the list of smuggled goods, 
Is also belng imported in much larger 
quantites through regular channels. 
Matches which are another important 
article in the legal trade are not 
longer being smuggled | in large 

mounts, But in this case the change 
fg not duo to the Customs but rather 
to Chinese competition. — Matches 
manufactured in Swatow are being 
produced so cheaply that even after 
the freight is pald ‘they can be sold| 
In Amoy at a lower price than 
smuggled matehes from Japan. 

Further evidence of the diminution 
of smuggling. is the smaller number 
fof selzures being made. Only one 
half as many were made during the 
Inst few months ax were made in the 
similar period of the year before. 
Of course, there might be various 
deductions’ made from this, but in 
‘lew. of the increased efficiency of 
the Customs Proventive Service, it 
would seem to indicate a decrease in 
smuggling activities. 

Another evidence of a sharp de- 
rouse in smuggling in the past few 
months has been the increased in- 
terior trade by legitimate companies 
In Amoy. They report that whole 
sections where they were not selling 
Wy of the regularly smuggled article 
six months ago, are now buying in 
creasing quantities of goods through 
Amoy.

‘The smuggling »icoblem is specially 
acute in Amo,” pucause of its mear- 
hess to Formosa and because of the 
political questions involved, Further 
reduction in smuggling wili necessit- 
fea readjustment of foreign rela- 





tions’ with a certain country, and 
particularly in the matter of the. 
extraterritorial privileges of the 


Formosans. 

‘The roughness of the Formosans 
combined with thelr immunity from 
punishment at the hands of the 
Customs or the Chinese police has 
made the matter diMeult, ‘The smug- 
alors are recruited from the lowest 
fand roughest classes In Taiwan and 
In numerous cases they have assulted 
and badly beaten Customs oficers.| 
Repeated action of this sort, coupled 
with a Freedom from punishment by 
the offenders, has made the officials 
a bit careful and less insistant in 
enforcing Customs regulations when 
confronted by a gang of smugglers, 
speclally runners. 

‘The law regarding the punishment 
of smugglers presents an interesting 
anomaly as it applies to Chinese and 
forelgners. 

‘Under the Chinese law, as enforced 
in Fuklen, there is no penalty. wh 
soever for the Chinese individual for 
direct smuggling abroad. ‘The Cus- 
toms Preventive Law, promulgated 
by the National government in 1934 
provides a fine of from $200 to $2,000 
but goes on to say that if the fine 
4s not pald the person concerned will 
bo deprived of all privileges of im- 
portation and exportation of goods at 
‘any port in China, This loss of

privileges is hardly: a penalty to 
‘smugglers, 

“ach finder the recent National law 
leath’ Is prescribed for transporting 
specified goods on land without Con-| 
veyahee Certificates. 

‘Approximately 20,009 Formosans in 
‘Amoy, who figure largely In' this 
iMlegat trade, ‘enjoy extraterritorial 
rights, Furthermore, when they are| 
turned over to the Japanese police it 
fs found that they have committed 
no crime, for there is no law in 
Japan or’ Formosa prohibiting the 
‘smuggling of goods Into China, and, 
consequently the offender Is freed. 
Of course, it is a crime to cmuggle 
goods Into Japan or Formosa, but 
that is an entirely different matter In 
the eyes of the law. 

Varieties of Smuggling 

‘The general smuggling situation at 
Amoy Is in two distinct parts. The 
first is the runners who operate on 
regular vessels calling at Amoy. ‘The 
‘Second is smuggling by junks and 
“puff” boats which land thelr cargoes 
in the numerous small bays and’ In- 
lets along the coast of Fukien. 

In dealing with the matior of 
smuggling by Junks it is primarily a, 
‘question of detection. Little dimeul-| 
ty Is now experienced in selzing the 
goods and the boats, once they have 
been sighted. However, in the case 
of the runners It Is not a matter of 
election. The Customs officers know 
where they are and who they are.| 
Ik is rather a question of dealing with 
them, collecting the proper duty due 
and making selzures when necessary. 
In this case, it is a political problem 
tnd at the’ present time 1s handled 
jn _that light. 

‘Runners now earry on under some 
form of semi-ofial agreement be- 
tween the Customs authorities al 
Amoy and the Japanese Consul in 
Kulangs. Tt appears that the pro- 
cedure under this agreement is dif- 
ferent to that follows in Foochow. In 
Foochow, the agreement limits’ the 
trade by restricting the kinds of 
articles which canbe brought in, 
there being no restriction on the | 6 
amount. Any amount of these a 
les can be brought into Foochow, 
but they cannot be moved inland 
‘because the Customs will not "give 
inland Conveyance Certificates. 

In Amoy the agreement, If follow- 
ed, would give the Customs complete 
control over the trade, but in actual 
practice Imits only the amount by 
Gull of goods which can be brought 

‘certifieates 














Tk must not be supposed, however, 
that the agreement has not been of 
any benefit to the Chinese authori- 
es. In the first place it has given 
them a far better control over the 
trae; secondly, the valuation of the 
‘goods’ brought in and paying duty 
has been Increased 60 per cent. over 
the previous year; thirdly, there have 
eon few cases of violence against 
tthe Customs officers; and finally, the 
‘agreement may prove an important 
step in further negotiations leading 
fo a more complete control of the 
runners. 

‘The main articles brought in by 
the runners at the present time are 
artificial

last on the return trip, the runners 
‘on the way back to Formosa from 
Hongkong carry in a few articles, 
‘This traMe is outside of the Tunne: 
agreement. Mainly high-priced for- 
clgn groceries, sugar and dried frults 
whieh have been purchased In* the 
free port of Hongkong are brought 
In, No attempt is made to search 
‘or prevent this traMe in Amoy. Many 
ships on thelr way north, and all the 
vessels of the line carrying the 
regular runners, coming from Hon; 
Kong stop first at Swatow. In Swa- 
tow with no Formosan problem and 
no political pressure a relatively com- 
plete search Is made of the smugglers 
and so the runners from Hongkong, 
to Amoy have become principally @ 
problem of the Swatow Customs. The 
Amoy Customs authorities have been 
‘glad to leave the situation this way. 
Anything that gots by Swatow is free 
te come into Amoy. 
Inland Transportation 


White the careful inspection of all 
goods being transported inland by 
the provincial and national govern- 
ment troops and the requirement of 
the Conveyance Certifieates has limit 
ed the market for smuggled goods 
principally to Amoy, some goods do 
get inland. 

‘An opening wedge in the national 
government's prohibition has been 
secured by oblaining certificates on 
Such goods es have pald the duty. 
In Foochow none of the goods are 
given certificates unless all have paid 
full duty. But in Amoy certificates 
‘are granted on such of the goods as 
have paid duty and it is reported that, 














the goods carried in the packages 
which the runners are allowed to 
keep on the ship and which avoid 
regular inspection are also given 
[certificates in some cases. 

Interior travel by Formosans is 
limited since they must receive visaz 
from the Chinese authorities and 
visas have been refused unless sails- 
factory and legitimate reasons for 
Inferior travel can be given and 
proved. And even when this objec- 
| tion Is overcome, it is often found 
[impossible to grant Formosans the 
Ineeessary, vises because of banditry 
fin the interior, 

‘Furthermore, the recent and ex- 
tensive organization of the Paochia 
system in the Interior makes it difi- 
lculty for Formosans to operate. This 
Pacchia system is similar to. that 
‘organized throughout most of China 
jand consists of a basic unit of local 
‘heads of divisions of ten houses, who 
‘are responsible for all new persons 
Jeoming into the homes and form a 
general spy system. The heads of 
the unlts of ten houses are organized 
and a district chief Is chosen."Then 
the district heads are organized, and 
30 on, pyramiding up to the local 
magistrate. 

Formosans alded by their extrater- 
ritorial rights are free from selzure 
Jund search in Amoy and are com- 
pletely safe with their goods there. 
‘Transportation inland is usually’ ac- 
complished by hiring .a Chinese to 
fake the goods on which a Con- 
veyance Certifieate has been Issued. 

EMcient Preventive Service 

‘An Important factor in the redue- 
ion of smuggling has been the more 
effective organization of the Customs 
Preventive Service. As a result of 
several years of careful planning, as 
‘well as the offering of a 40 per cent. 
bounty on all seizures, a much more 
highly effective and ecient preven- 
tive aystem has been organized. Of 
‘course, the details of this are secret, 
‘but it’ is reported that the general 
plan is along three lines of defence. 
‘The Arst line consists of the larger 
[Customs patro! boats at,sea going out 
to the twelve-mile limit, Then near- 
er the coast comes the second line 
of defence, the fast motor launches, 
‘The land ‘stations along the coast 
provide the third line. 

Formerly, seized junks were resold 
bout $300 to $400 under a 
tee that they would not be 
Used again for smuggling. But there 
were so many of them that it was 
Impossible to keep track of all the 
funks and frequently Customs ofle- 
‘ers found that they were seizing the 
same junks over again. It was then 
Gecided that all seized. Junks should 
be destroyed. ‘The consistent enforce- 
ment of this policy over a period of 
‘almost a year has been a series 
handicap to the smugglers. It takes 
a Tong time to build one of these 
lerge sea-going junks.and a new one 
cosis more than twlee as much os a 
Second-hand junk. The “pufl™ boats 
which formerly carried a large part 
fof the smuggled cargoes have practi- 
‘cally disappeared from the trade, 

"The Fukien Provincial Prevention 
Bureau and the National Government 
Inland Conveyance Certineate system 
whieh were discussed In detail in the 
article dealing with smuggling at 
Foochow, have also played an im 
portant ‘part in the reduction of 
smuggling in Amoy. 

‘On the whole, the general smug- 
fling into the Amoy area may con- 
fidently be said to be greatly de- 
‘ereased. The Customs and the Na- 
Wlonal Government troops have done 

a creditable piece of work in cutting 
the traffle down to a minimum under 
present political conditions, Further 
Improvements of an important nature 
will come only when there is a 
change in the political relations be- 
tween the Chinese authorities and 
the Formosans. Smuggling continues 
to be a problem, but compared with 
‘Smuggling in North China, or even 
with smuggling in the same section 
1 year ago, it is a minor problem. 
Neveriiieless, it Is a minor problem 
necessitating’ continued vigilance and 
preventive effort.

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SECRETIVE FORBIDDEN LAND 


Protected by Natural Impregnable Barriers, Tibet 
Remains Mystery: People’s Origin Unknown

‘The New Asiatic Literary Society 
with lis headquarters in ‘Nanking is 
issuing a very interesting series. of 
books. dealing with. the different 
countries “and ‘states surrounding 
China. ‘Many of these books have 
been written by men and women 
who have had considerable experi 
fence in the subjects with which they 
deal and inthe course of me an 
extensive library will be built, up 
dealing with Buddhism, Lamaism, 
Mongolia, Sinkiang and Tibet, 

‘Among the books published by this 
society is one which deals with the 
rebirth of Asia, showing how the un- 
changing East is throwing of the 
Shackles of the ages and slowly but 
surely foreing recognition from oiler 
Ereat powers. In one a young Batang 
seholar deals with the question "of 
‘Tibet ond Eastern Tibet, and British 
‘and. Russian expansion into. these 
spheres. This young fellow is con- 
nected with the Panchan Cama and 
has travelled extensively in. Asia, 
Unfortunately polities has, coloured 
this book considerably and has there- 
fore lessened ts value as a contribu 
tion to one's knowledge ‘of central 
Asia. “There is, however, a lot of In- 
formation about the great closed land, 
One of the first in the series and per- 
haps the most important Is that deal- 
{ng with the borders and frontiers of 
the Republic. “Here is a subject wise 
Iy Introduced that has been the source 
of endless. discussion, trouble and 
‘wars, And the end Is not yel—Japan, 
Russia, India and France touch Chin 
at different points and at any moment 
trouble may’ arise. 


No Tibetan Border Worries 


Tibet, Land of the Lamas, has so 
far had very little to trouble about 
her borders and frontlers, Stupendous 
mountains, barren wastes, howling 
wildernesses, high plateaux and 
frozen deseris have kept Lhasa the 
most mysterious city in the world, 
securely secluded from unholy eyes. 
North, south, east and wost, Tibet lies 
Quietly and securely behind impregn= 
able barriers. “Knowing this the lama 
Peacefully devotes himself to his 
religion and his sacred book 


He has no desire whatever to en 
eroach on his neighbour's land, and 
hhis neighbour finds it somewhat dif. 
feult to eneroach on what is termed 
the Forbidden Land. ‘The lama, and 
this includes the nomad, is convinced 
that here we have no continuing elty 
‘but seek one to come, and gladly ac~ 
opting this position ‘the conference 
‘of his daily life seldom exceeds Om 
‘Mani Pad Me Hum. Providence has 
kindly given him borders and 
frontiers which look after themselves. 
Being free from anxiety ond worry 
concerning the confines of | his 
barren land he Is able to devote him- 
self more constantly to a land and 
country where barriers and boun- 
aries, race and creed are unknown, 
fand ail the lamas in Lamaland live 
happily in wide open spaces sur 
rounded by flowers and animals that 
don't scratch or bite. Happy Jama 
with such a prospeet. 


‘Your Cows and My Goats 
In the present series of books 
issued by the New Asiatic Literary 
Society probably in anticipation of 
future trouble, or its avoidance, the 
subject of borders, frontiers and 
boundaries gure very largely. But 
are physical boundaries the only ones 
fo be considered? And aro these the 
kind of boundaries that eause all the 
trouble? Are there such things as 
geographical, ethnographical 
theographleal frontiers and, if 0, how 
fare they determined? Ts it merely a 
‘case of drawing, roughly or carefully, 
fa stralght line and putting down on 
blue paper, that all the cows on one 
side of it belong to you and all the 
goats on the other belong to me? 

In the books dealing with boun- 
daries, Kham comes in for a fair 
share of things and the lama will 
some day find it quite dimeult ta 
discover whether he lives in the Land 
fof the Lamas or the Republic of 
China. Some years ago there was 
quite a hot discussion as to the exact 
boundary between Edinburgh and 
Lolth and T think the question of the 
cemeteries finally decided the issue. 
Some of the buried persons found 
their feet in Edinburgh and thelr 
heads in Leith, and this was too 
much, even for a Scotsman. what 
was once a geographical and political 
‘question very soon took on the aspect 
of a theological issue, and there was 
bitter controversy between the two 
communities, 


Cosmopolitan Writers 

This New Asiatic Society 1s quite 
cosmopolitan in its selection of 
writers: most of the publications are 
by Chinese, but there are also Eng-

Another extraordinary thing in. the 
present discussions “re borders, 
frontiers and origins, Is the almost 
entire absence of any original or 
‘Tibetan data. Authentic Tibetan his- 
ory dates back to the days of Song- 
dzen Gambo, 640 AD. Tn 41 A.D. 
he married ‘the Chinese princess, 
daughter of Tal Dzong, of the Tang 
Dynasty. ‘Two years. previously 
Songdzen Gambo married a young 
Nepalese. princess and. these youn 
wives are supposed greatly to have 
Influenced the young king towards 
religion. 

According to Chinese and ‘Tibetan 
records Songdzen and Tresong 
Dedzen were warlike and made 
frequent raids into China conquering 
the greater part of Yunnan and Sze 
chuen, reaching as far as Changan 
(Sian) the then capital of China, ‘Tal 
Dzong of the Tang Dynasty was 50 
hharassed by Songdzen that he was 
glad to make peace and offered him 
his young daughter Wencheng In 
marriage. All this seems fairly 
authentic and can be verifled, Tibetan 
history from 640 A.D. has been kept 
right down to the present day, 


Another very important point is the 
use of the Chinese word “fan” in 
some of the books of the sorles. ‘The 
“Plotorial Classic” of ‘Sikang makes 
frequent use of this word whieh 
seems unfortunate in some way as 
both Chinese and English dictionaries 
translate It as barbarian, aborigine 
and savage. ‘The author of this. in- 
teresting and instmuctive ‘book ‘says 
that he received much help trom his 
“fan-fu," that is, his barbarian ‘wife. 
“Fan” may .be used, however, in & 
tribal sense and “hsi-fan" sometimes 
means the Western tribes or the 
tribes in the west.
